The  figures  are  not  flattering.  They  indicate  a  year  of  compara- 
tive stagnation — the  beginning,  possibly,  of  a  retrograde  movement. 
The  natural  growth  of  population  will  produce  a  larger  school  at- 
tendance from  year  to  year,  unless  there  are  some  counteracting 
influences.  The  decrease  this  year  is  very  small,  (amounting  to 
.  not  more  than  two  and  a-half  per  cent,  of  the  enrolment,)  and  part 
of  it  may  be  due  to  local  and  temporary  causes;  still  the  occurrence 
of  any  decrease,  however  small,  is  sufficient  to  cause  anxiety.  For- 
tunately, the  same  "Summary,"  which  reveals  the  fact,  suggests  also 
the  cause  and  the  remedy. 

We  have  shortened  the  average  school  year  by  about  ten  days  : 
we  have  diminished  the  teachers'  salaries  by  S24,000  ;  we  have 
spent  $31,000  less  on  building,  repairing  and  furnishing  school- 
houses  ;  and  in  return  we  iind  2,286  fewer  children  on  the  rolls,  and 
2,040  fewer  in  average  daily  attendance.  Estimating  a  full  school 
at  40  scholars,  and  a  teacher's  salary  at  S400,  the  amount  saved  (?) 
from  teachers'  salaries  has  been  almost  exactly  balanced  by  a  pro. 
portionate  diminution  of  the  work  performed.    "He  which  soweth 
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sparingly,  shall  reap  also  sparingly."  While  there  has  been  a  gene- 
ral falling  off  in  the  attendance  over  the  whole  State,  it  is  interest- 
ing to  notice  that  a  slight  increase  is  reported  in  six  counties, 
namely:  Dorchester,  Frederick,  Harford,  Montgomery,  Talbot  and 
Worcester ;  though  even  in  these  counties  the  increase  is  not  as 
large  as  the  natural  growth  of  population  would  have  led  us  to  ex- 
pect. Last  year  eight  counties  reported  a  diminished  daily  atten- 
dance ;  this  year  sixteen  counties  make  a  similar  report ;  let  us 
hope  that  the  County  Boards  and  all  the  officers  of  the  system,  will 
exert  themselves  to  the  utmost  to  arrest  this  backward  movement; 
a  movement  which  is  not  only  an  evil  in  itself,  but  the  sign  of  other 
evils  that  cannot  so  easily  be  made  apparent  in  figures.  We  repeat 
what  was  said  in  last  year's  report:  "  It  is  hard  to  reconcile  this 
fact  (a  diminished  daily  attendance)  with  a  watchful,  vigorous  and 
popular  administration  of  the  schools." 

THE  SCHOOL  LAW. 

Every  successive  Legislature  seems  animated  by  a  laudable  am- 
bition to  improve  the  School  Law.  The  General  Assembly  of  1872, 
following  the  usual  practice,  repealed  the  Act  of  1810,  (which  had 
repealed  the  Act  of  1868,  which,  in  its  turn,  had  repealed  the  Act 
of  1865,)  but  being  animated  by  a  spirit  of  judicious  conservatism, 
re-enacted  it  almost  word  for  word.  The  following  are  the  only  al- 
terations or  additions: 

1.  The  name  of  the  Board  of  "State  School  Commissioners"  is 

changed  to  "  State  Board  of  Education;"  and  that  of  "  Dis- 
trict School  Commissioners"  to  "  District  School  Trustees;" 
(Chapter  I.,  Sections  1  and  3,)  but  the  duties  and  powers  are 
unaltered. 

2.  Authority  is  given  to  County  School  Commissioners  "to  take* 

affidavits  and  administer  oaths  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
public  schools,  but  without  fee  or  reward."    (IT.,  2.) 

3.  The  words,  "if  possible,"  are  added  to  the  clause,  (V.,  1,)  by 

which  School  District  Trustees  are  required  to  keep  the  schools 
open  ten  months  in  the  year. 

4.  There  is  added  to  Section  3  of  Chapter  TIL:  "In  districts  where 

there  is  a  considerable  German  population,  the  Board  of  County 
School  Commissioners  are  authorized  to  cause  the  German 
language  to  be  taught,  if  they  shall  think  proper  to  do  so." 

5.  The  number  of  pupils  in  average  attendance,  necessary  to  au- 

thorize the  employment  of  an  assistant  teacher,  is  changed  from 
45  to  50.    (VII.,  4.) 
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6.  The  Section  limiting  a  teacher's  certificate  to  three  years*  is- 
changed,  so  as  to  read  thus:  "  Nor  shall  such  certificate  con- 
tinue in  force  for  more  than  six  months,  unless  the  person  re- 
ceiving the  same  shall  satisfy  the  Examiner  of  his  fitness  for- 
governing-  a  school,  and  his  ability  to  impart  instruction  in  the 
various  branches  taught  in  the  public  schools ;  but  when  the 
Examiner  shall  have  satisfied  himself  upon  these  points,  he 
shall  be  empowered  to  issue  a  certificate,  which  shall  continue 
in  force  for  three  years."    (XI.,  2.) 

T.  Chapter  XYIIL,  entitled  ''Colored  Population,"  is  repealed,  and 
the  following  Chapter  substituted: — 
Section  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  County  School  Com- 
missioners to  establish  one  or  more  public  schools  in  each  Elec- 
tion District,  for  all  colored  youth  between  six  and  twenty  years 
of  age,  to  which  admission  shall  be  free,  and  which  shall  be 
kept  open  as  long  as  the  other  public  schools  of  the  particular 
county;  provided  the  average  attendance  be  not  less  than  fif- 
teen scholars. 

Sec.  II.  These  scholars  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  District  School  Trustees  of  the  respective  school  districts^ 
within  the  limits  of  which  they  are  established;  they  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  laws,  and  furnished  instruction  in  the  same 
branches  as  the  schools  for  the  white  children. 

Sec.  HI.  The  Comptroller  shall  apportion  the  sum  appropriated 
for  the  support  of  the  colored  schools  of  the  several  counties- 
and  the  City  of  Baltimore,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  col- 
ored population,  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty  years; 
said  apportionment  to  be  made  at  the  time  he  apportions  the 
levy  for  the  white  schools. 

Sec.  IY.  The  total  amount  of  taxes  paid  for  school  purposes  by 
the  colored  people  of  any  county,  or  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
together  with  any  donations  that  may  be  made  for  the  purpose, 
shall  also  be  devoted  to  the  maintenance  of  the  schools  for  col- 
ored people. 

ENFORCEMENT  OF  THE  LAW. 

It  would  not  be  difficult  to  suggest  some  very  desirable  amend- 
ments; but  probably  no  amendment  would  be  so  efficacious  as  a 
vigorous  enforcement  of  the  law  as  it  stands.  The  State  Board  of 
Education  is  authorized  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  School 
Law;  but  the  State  Board  has  not  power  commensurate  with  its 
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legal  authority.  Many  abuses  are  tolerated,  because  there  is  do 
simple  and  effective  remedy;  and  many  others  are  supposed  to  ex- 
ist, but  there  is  no  opportunity  for  a  full  investigation  of  the  facts. 
The  State  Board  are  able  and  willing  to  attend  to  the  advisory,  ju- 
dicial and  clerical  duties  imposed  on  them  by  law  ;  but  the  work  of 
supervision,  investigation,  and  correction,  they  are  unable  ade- 
quately to  perform.  All  that  they  can  attempt,  at  present,  is  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  public,  and  of  those  concerned,  to  certain 
important  particulars  in  which  the  law  has  been  ignored  or  violated, 
in  the  hope  that  the  proper  remedies  will  be  employed: 

1.  Certain  Schools  and  Colleges  have  not  made  the  annual  report  re- 

quired %y  Chapter  III.,  10. 

2.  In  some  counties  the  County  School  taxes  have  not  been  paid 

over  quarterly  to  the  School  Board,  as  Required  bv  Chapter 
IV.,  5. 

3.  In  many  counties  "an  accurate  description  of  the  bounds  of  school 

districts,  accompanied  by  a  plat,"  has  not  been  made.  (IV.,  6.) 

4.  The  Annual  .Report  to  the  State  Board  has  in  some  instances  not 

been  made  at  the  time,  nor  in  the  form  required  by  law.  (IT.,  7.) 

5.  Many  counties  have  failed  to  "publish,  in  the  month  of  November, 

a  statement  of  their  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  a  state- 
ment of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Board,  and  to  forward  a  copy  of 
the  same  to  the  State  Board  of  Education. " 

G.  Not  one-half  of  the  school  houses  in  the  State  are  "supplied  with 
suitable  out-buildings,"  as  required  by  Chap.  V.,  2. 

T.  Section  6,  of  Chapter  VII.,  which  requires  that  "public  exami- 
.  nations  shall  be  held  in  each  school  twice  a  year,"  is,  to  a  great 
extent,  d  i  s  re  g  a  r d  e  d . 

8.  Persons  holding  no  legal  certificate  are  sometimes  employed  as 

teachers,  in  violation  of  Chap.  YIH". 

9.  Teachers  are  sometimes  removed  without  receiving  thirty  days' 

notice  in  writing,  in  violation  of  Chap.  Till.,  2. 
M.  Teachers  are  sometimes  paid  before  they  have  made  an  accu- 
rate quarterly  report,  in  violation  of  Chap.  Till.,  3. 

11.  Sec.  4,  of  Chap.  IX.,  requiring  a  certificate  of  vaccination  from 
every  child  admitted  into  the  public  schools,  has  not  been 
thoroughly  enforced. 

12.  Several  counties  do  not  "keep  an  account  of  the  books  and 
stationery  delivered  to  the  several  schools,"  as  required  by 
Chap  x",  4. 
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13.  Complaint  has  been  made  that  certain  Examiners  have  not  dis- 
charged their  duties  as  prescribed  by  Chap.  XL,  Sec.  C>. 

14.  It  is  known  that  some  Examiners  do  not  "devote  their  whole 
time  to  public  school  business/'  (XT.,  T,)  and  that  the  County 
Boards,  in  some  instances,  do  not  pay  such  a  salary  as  would 
make  it  reasonable  to  expect  an  Examiner  to  comply  with  this 
provision. 

15.  A  Teachers'  Institute  has  not  been  held  once  a  year  in  every 
county,  as  required  by  Chap.  XIII..  1. 

1G.  In  some  instances  Examiners  have  not  aided  and  encouraged 
the  formation  of  Teachers'  Associations,  as  required  by  Chap. 
XIV.,  2. 

IT.  District  Libraries  have  not  been  established,  (except  in  a  very 
few  instances,)  as  provided  for  in  Clrap.  XV. 

18.  The  High  Schools  have  not  been  visited,  examined  and  reported 
regularly,  as  required  by  Chap.  XVII.,  3. 

Many  of  the  irregularities  here  pointed  out  could  probably  have 
been  removed,  had  it  been  possible  to  make  the  supervisory  power 
of  the  State  Board  more  distinctly  felt.  But  the  Board  was  re- 
luctant, even  in  extreme  cases,  -'to  institute  legal  proceedings''  as 
authorized  by  the  law,  as  long  as  a  hope  remained  of  accomplishing 
their  object  without  such  measures.  It  must  be  evident,  however, 
that  with  School  Commissioners  and  Examiners  liable  to  be  changed 
every  two  years,  with  four  thousand  School  Trustees  liable  to  be 
changed  every  year,  and  fourteen  hundred  teachers  who  may  be 
changed,  and  orten  are  changed  every  quarter,  there  is  great  need 
of  constant  and  careful  supervision  in  order  that  the  law  may  be 
thoroughly  enforced.  A  reasonable  addition  to  the  contingent  fund 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Board,  would  enable  them  to  employ  an  agent 
to  visit  the  several  counties  once  or  twice  a  year  ;  collect  informa- 
tion not  otherwise  accessible;  advise,  viva  voce,  with  the  School 
Officers  ;  and  exercise  the  various  executive  functions  which  devolve 
upon  the  Board  in  theory,  but  which  can  in  reality  be  performed 
only  by  an  individual  acting  under  the  authority  of  the  Board. 
teachers'  institutes,  associations,  AC. 

Large,  spirited  and  influential  Teachers'  Institutes  were  held  dur- 
ing the  year  in  the  counties  of  Allegany,  Carroll.  Cecil,  Erederick. 
Somerset  and  Talbot;  at  all  of  which,  except  the  last,  the  Principal 
of  the  Normal  School  was  present.    The  Baltimore  County  Teach- 
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ers'  Association  held  four  quarterly  meetings,  lasting  two  clays  each, 
which  were  largely  attended  and  produced  excellent  results.  In 
Howard,  Carroll,  Cecil  and  some  other  counties,  the  teachers  have- 
formed  County  and  District  Associations  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Examiners.  All  such  agencies  should  be  encouraged  and  supported 
by  the  friends  of  education. 

The  State  Teachers'  Association,  held  at  Frederick  on  the  28th 
and  29th  of  August,  was  not  so  largely  attended  as  on  some  former 
ocsasions ;  hut  the  proceedings  were  exceedingly  interesting — all 
who  were  present  entering  with  enthusiasm  into  the  consideration 
and  discussion  of  the  various  topics  presented.  The  next  meeting 
will  be  held  in  Hagerstown,  and  there  is  a  good  prospect  of  its  be- 
ing well  attended. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  State  School  Commissioners'  Associa- 
tion was  held  in  Baltimore  on  the  2tth  of  November  Though 
there  were  no  exciting  topics  to  be  brought  before  the  Association, 
calculated  to  draw  a  large  assembly,  the  meeting  was  very  largely 
attended,  every  county  in  the  State  being  represented  except  Mont- 
gomery, Howard  and  St.  Mary's.  Many  interesting  subjects  were 
discussed  and  referred  to  special  committees  to  be  reported  on  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Association.  Rev.  A.  C.  Heaton,  of  Prin- 
cess Anne,  is  President,  and  Dr.  James  L.Bryan,  of  Cambridge, 
Secretary. 

HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

Though  the  School  Law,  amid  all  its  changes  since  1865,  has 
always  contained  a  Chapter  authorizing  and  encouraging  the 
organization  of  High  Schools,  there  is  as  yet,  no  High  School  in 
connexion  with  the  Public  School  System  in  Allegany,  Anne  Arun- 
del, Baltimore,  Calvert,  Caroline,  Carroll,  Cecil,  Charles,  Frederick, 
Harford,  Howard,  Kent,  Montgomery,  Prince  George's,  Queen 
Anne's,  St.  Mary's  and  Washington  counties.  In  Dorchester,  Tal- 
bot and  Worcester,  High  Schools  have  been  in  operation  for  several 
years  ;  and  it  is  worthy  of  notice,  in  passing,  that  these  three  coun- 
ties report  an  increased  number  of  scholars  in  the  Public  Schools. 
In  Somerset  and  Wicomico,  arrangements  were  made,  about  the 
close  of  the  year,  to  charge  the  old  Academies  into  new  Public  High 
Schools;  which  arrangements  were  subsequently  carried  into  effect. 
There  is  a  probability  that  Baltimore  county  will  have  a  High 
School  before  the  date  of  the  next  annual  report.  Howard  has  taken 
a  step  backward,  and  by  appropriating  the  Academic  fund  to  Com- 
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•mon  School  purposes,  has  declared,  in  substance,  that  a  High  School 
Is  either  a  superfluity  or  an  unattainable  luxury.  The  history  of 
the  Academic  fund  in  Howard  is  another  illustration  of  the  mischief 
caused  by  the  want  of  a  fixed  purpose  or  principle  in  educational 
legislation.  In  1868,  the  School  Commissoners  of  Howard  county 
represented  to  the  General  Assembly  that  they  had  been  deprived 
of  their  just  proportion  of  the  Academic  fund,  and  "  in  consequence 
they  have  been  unable  to  organize  a  High  School."  Upon  this  rep- 
resentation, and  on  the  express  condition  that  the  money  should  be 
used  "for  the  purpose  of  organizing  and  supporting  a  High  School, 
and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever,"  they  obtained  the  arrears  which 
the}'  claimed,  amounting  to  six  thousand  four  hundred  dollars,  and 
an  annual  donation  of  eight  hundred  dollars.  Just  four  years  later, 
when  the  fund  was  about  sufficient  for  the  erection  of  a  High  School 
building,  the  School  Commissioners  came  before  the  Legislature  and 
obtained  authority  "to  apply  to  the  use  of  the  primary  schools  of 
said  county  the  sums  of  money  which  have  been  or  which  here- 
after may  be  paid  to  them  on  account  of  Academic  or  High  School 
fund." 

The  object  of  the  Academic  fund  is  to  encourage  the  development 
of  a  system  of  schools  intermediate  between  the  District  School 
and  the  Colleges;  but  owing,  in  part,  to  the  excessively  minute 
subdivision  of  it,  it  has  notably  failed  to  fulfil  that  object.  An  ex- 
ample will  show  the  advantage  of  concentration  over  subdivision. 
There  arc  six  Academies  (so  called)  receiving  among  them  an  an- 
nual donation  of  $2,000;  and  the  number  of  pupils  studying  Latin 
in  these  six  Academies  is  9.  The  State  thus  pays  more  for  the  tui- 
tion of  nine  boys  than  would  be  sufficient  to  maintain  them  as 
boarders  in  St.  John's,  or  the  Agricultural  College.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  Academy  at  Charlotte  Hall,  (which  receives  the  academic 
donation  of  two  counties,  amounting  to  $1,600,)  educates  four 
times  as  many  academic  pupils  as  the  six  Academies  referred  to — 
taking  Latin  as  the  study  that  separates  the  academic  from  the 
primary  scholars. 

g  \The  whole  subject  of  High  Schools,  in  connexion  with  State  dona- 
tions to  schools  and  colleges,  deserves  the  immediate  and  serious 
attention  of  the  Legislature.  We  are  earnest  advocates  of  liberal 
appropriations  for  higher  and  intermediate  education  ;  but  duly  com- 
pels us  to  say  that  the  liberality  of  the  State  has  been,  and  is  in 
many  instances,  sadly  abused  ;  and  an  investigation  will  show,  that

COLLEGES. 

St.  John's  College  reports  120  students  for  the  year  ending 
July  31st,  1872,  (a  decrease  of  18  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year,)  of  whom  61  were  in  the  College  proper,  and  50  in  the  Pre- 
paratory Department.  The  number  of  free  scholarships  is  100  ;  the 
number  of  students  who  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  free 
tuition,  was  74. 

The  late  Legislature  was  not  unmindful  of  the  wants  of  the  Col- 
lege. They  continued  the  regular  grant  of  three  thousand  dollars  a 
year  ;  renewed  for  six  years  longer  the  special  grant  of  twelve  thou- 
sand dollars  a  year,  which  would  otherwise  have  expired  by  limita- 
tion ;  made  a  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  improving  the 
library  and  apparatus  ;  and  made  an  additional  appropriation  of  ten 
thousand  dollars  a  year,  for  six  years,  for  the  purpose  of  "furnish- 
ing board,  fuel,  lights  and  washing,"  to  two  free  students  "in  the 
collegiate  course  from  each  senatorial  district  of  the  State/'  Stu^ 
dents  thus  boarded  and  educated  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  are 
required  to  give  bond  that  they  "will  teach  school  within  this  State 
for  not  less  than  two  years  after  leaving  College." 

The  Agricultural  College  reports  another  year  of  prosperity, 
the  number  of  students  (138)  larger  than  at  any  former  period,  the 
finances  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition,  and  the  various  departments 
working  with  vigor,  harmony  and  success.  Many  improvements  have 
been  effected  during  the  year.  The  chair  of  Chemistry  has  been 
placed  on  a  permanent  and  satisfactory  footing,  a  professorship  of 
Physiology  and  Natural  History  has  been  established,  and  a  series 
of  lectures  on  practical  agriculture  inaugurated.  The  internal  ar- 
rangements of  the  Colle  ge  have  been  modified,  and  the  heating  ap- 
paratus improved,  so  as  to  give  greater  comfort  to  the  students  and 
better  facilities  for  work.  A  reading-room  has  been  opened  and 
supplied  with  newspapers  and  magazines.  A  large,  substantial  and 
well-furnished  gymnasium  has  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the* 
students  during  the  hours  of  recreation.  A  carpenter's  shop  has 
been  built  and  furnished  with  a  turning  lathe  and  all  necessary 
tools.  Various  out-buildings,  rendered  necessary  by  considerations 
of  convenience  or  economy,  have*been  added  ;  and  these  improve- 
ments, costing  nearly  seven  thousand  dollars,  have  been  paid  for 
mainly  out  of  the  current  earnings  of  the  College. 
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There  are  but  few  of  the  Agricultural  Colleges  of  the  country 
superior  to  this  in  point  of  numbers;  with  regard  to  facilities  for 
pursuing  an  extended  practical  course  of  studies,  it  is  believed  that 
it  does  not  suffer  by  comparison  with  any  ;  it  only  remains  for  the- 
people  of  Maryland  to  second  the  efforts  of  the  Legislature,  the 
Faculty  and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  by  giving  the  College  a  steady 
and  liberal  support,  and  a  few  years  will  give  us  an  institution  of 
which  we  may  justly  be  proud. 

STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

The  whole  number  of  students  enrolled  during  the  year  ending' 
June  1st,  1872,  was  162,  (one  less  than  the  previous  year,)  of  whom 
59  came  from  Baltimore  city,  and  the  remainder  as  follows:  From 
Allegany  county,  7  ;  Anne  Arundel,  6;  Baltimore,  20;  Carroll,  3; 
Calvert,  1 ;  Charles,  1  ;  Cecil,  1  ;  Dorchester,  4  ;  Frederick,  4 ;  Har- 
ford, 8 ;  Howard,  5;  Kent,  2;  Montgomery,  3  ;  Prince  George's, 
2;  Queen  Anne's,  7  ;  St.  Mary's,  3  ;  Somerset,  5  ;  Talbot,  3 ;  Wash- 
ington, 1  ;  Wicomico,  1  ;  Worcester,  3;  Pennsylvania,  1  ;  Virginia, 
2;  District  of  Columbia,  1.  Of  these  17  graduated  in  May,  and 
are  now  teaching,  with  one  exception  ;  41  are  teaching  under  certi- 
ficates; 63  returned  to  school  in  September ;  and  a  majority  of  the 
remainder,  having  discovered  that  teaching  is  not  their  forte,  have 
retired  from  public  view. 

It  is  sometimes  asked,  "Do  the  graduates  of  the  State  Norma] 
School  actually  engage  in  teaching?"  A  few  plain  figures  will 
answer  the  question.  A  considerable  number  of  students  (averag- 
ing about  one-fourth  of  the  whole  number)  enter  the  Normal  School 
without  adequate  preparation  and  without  any  just  conception  of 
the  severe  mental  labor  they  will  be  called  on  to  perform.  Such 
students  generally  leave  within  six  months.  And  yet  of  the  whole 
number  of  593  students,  who  had  entered  before  September  1872,. 
more  thai:  300  became  teachers.  Between  Jan.  1800,  and  June 
1872,  the  State  Normal  School  commissioned  69  graduates  of  the 
highest  grade.  Of  these  63  were  actually  employed  as  teachers  in 
1872  ;  one  (gentleman)  having  paid  tuition  fees,  and  not  being  un- 
der obligations  to  teach,  was  engaged  in  business;  three  (ladies) 
had  got  married,  and  two  (ladies)  were  waiting  for  and  ready  to 
accept  employment  as  teachers.  It  is  doubtful  whether  the  mem- 
bers of  any  profession  can  show  a  greater  amount  of  persistency 
than  these  figures  indicate.  '  During  the  first  four  years  of  the 
school  it  was  thought  advisable  to  issue  diplomas,  of  a  lower  grade, 
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to  "Teachers  of  Primary  Schools,*'  but  none  have  been  granted 
since  1869.  Of  ?2  students  who  received  this  diploma,  71  became 
teachers,  45  are  still  teaching,  13  have  been  married,  3  have  died, 
3  are  engaged  in  other  employments,  and  8  are  without  employ- 
ment. These  facts  seem  plainly  to  indicate  that  teachers  thoroughly 
prepared  for  their  work  are  as  likely  to  be  permanent  as  the  mem- 
bers of  any  other  profession  ;  and  that  those  who  are  not  so  well 
prepared,  are  more  likely  to  drop  out  of  the  ranks.  They  appear 
also  to  give  a  reasonable  hope  that  the  Normal  School  and  other 
similar  agencies,  if  fully  developed  and  carefully  encouraged,  will, 
in  the  course  of  time,  supply  the  schools  of  the  Stale  with  a  corps 
of  disciplined,  veteran  teachers,  who  shall  take  and  keep  the  place 
of  the  awkward  squads  of  accidental  teachers,  who  now  occupy  and 
disgrace  so  many  of  our  school  rooms. 

It  was  generally  expected  that  the  Legislature,  at  their  late  ses- 
sion, would  provide  a  suitable  building  for  the  school ;  a  bill  was 
introduced  for  that  purpose,  the  main  principles  of  which  were  al- 
most unanimously  approved  ;  but  an  unfortunate  difference  of  opin- 
ion with  regard  to  the  choice  of  location,  prevented  harmonious  ac- 
tion and  caused  the  bill  to  be  indefinitely  postponed.  The  prem- 
ises on  Paca  street,  which  had  been  occupied  since  Jan.  18GG,  had 
become  not  only  inadequate,  but  very  objectionable.  The  increas- 
ing business  of  Lexington  market  brought  a  dense  crowd  to  the 
front  pavement  on  market  mornings,  while  a  "drinking  saloon  was 
next  door"  to  the  school-honse  on  the  north,  and  an  engine-house 
-on  the  south.  A  change  was  found  to  be  absolutely  necessary, 
and  after  patient  searching  and  advertising,  the  Board  finally  ob- 
tained, at  a  very  reasonable  rent,  the  spacious  and  handsome  house 
at  the  northeast  corner  of  Franklin  and  Charles  streets,  perhaps 
the  only  building  in  the  city  at  all  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the 
school. 

The  Normal  and  the  Model  Schools,  and  the  office  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  are  now,  for  the  first  time,  under  one  roof— a, 
•convenience  which  can  be  appreciated  only  by  those  who  have  tried 
to  conduct  a  similar  business  in  three  separate  buildings,  half  a  mile 
apart.  The  location  is  not  excelled  by  any  other  in  the  city  for 
health,  beauty  and  convenience;  and  the  propriety  of  the  selection 
has  been  fully  justified  by  the  fact  that  one  month  after  opening, 
there  was  not  a  single  vacancy  in  any  of  the  schools.  The  expenses 
of  moving  and  refitting,  and  the  increased  current  expenditure  for 
rent,  &c,  will  be  met  by  the  increased  income  of  the  model  schools , 
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but  some  indispensable  permanent  improvements  were  made,  amount- 
ing to  less  than  $1,000,  which  have  not  yet  been  paid  for. 

The  building-  contains  three  large  school  rooms,  four  recitation 
rooms,  three  hat  and  cloak  rooms,  an  office  and  a  library ;  it  has 
ample  accommodations  for^l20  students  in  the  Normal  School,  and 
40  in  each  of  the  Model  Schools;  and  if  it  should  be  purchased  by 
the  State,  it  could  be  ^enlarged,  at  a  comparatively  low  cost,  so  as 
to  accommodate  nearly  double  these  numbers.  It  was  not  possible 
to  get  possession  of  the  house  on  any  other  terms  than  as  tenants 
from  year  to  year,  so  that  [if  the  next  Legislature  should  fail  to 
make  suitable  provision  for  the^school,  it  may  be  left  houseless  and 
homeless.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  will  be  no  more  disputing  about 
sites.  If  the  Legislature  will  appropriate  the  money,  and  leave  the 
selection  of  a  site  and  the  arrangement  of  details  to  the  Governor, 
the  Mayor  of  Baltimore,  and  the  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, there  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt  that  the  trust  will  be  faith- 
fully discharged. 

One  of  the  advantages  of  the  present  location  of  the  Normal 
School  building  is,  that  being  within  two  minutes'  walk  of  the  Pea- 
body  Institute,  students  havejthe  opportunity,  (of  which  they  have 
not  been  slow  to  avail  themselves,)  of  making  daily  use  of  its  mag- 
nificent library.  Our  acknowledgments  are  due  to  the  librarian, 
Mr.  P.  1\.  Uhler,  who,  by  his  kindness  and  polite  attentions,  not 
only  made  the  students  feel  at  home,  but  by  his  judicious  advice  ^ 
very  much  facilitated  their  researches. 

A  valuable  collection  of  minerals  and  a  large  number  of  philo- 
sophical instruments  ( principally  pneumatic  and  electrical)  were 
presented  to  the  school  by  John  11.  Jarboe,  Esq.,  an  old  and  highly 
esteemed  teacher  of  this  city.  They  will  be  preserved  with  care 
among  the  materiel  of  the  school,  n  ot  only  on  account  of  their  intrinsic 
value,  but  in  grateful  memory  of  the  kind  friend,  who,  having  spent 
the  best  years  of  his^life  in  the  school  room,  brings  his  labors  to  a 
close  by  an  act  at  once  thoughtful  and  generous,  and  in  which  we 
hope  he  will  find  many  followers. 

We  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  considerable  number  of 
minerals,  including  "some  fossils  from  the  Smithsonian  Institute; 
and  to  thank  our  friends  of  the  editortal  fraternity  for  the  papers 
which  every  week  enliven  our  study-table.  lie  "Anne  Arundel 
Advertiser,"  "The  Bachelor,"  "The  Maryland  Journal,"  "The 
Eastern  Shoreman;'  "  The  JMarlborough  Gazette "  and  "The 
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Port  Tobacco  Times."  We  have  also  to  express  our  obligations  for 
the  receipt  of  the  following  School  Journals :  "The  American  Edu- 
cational Monthly,"  (N.  Y.,)  "The  National  Normal,"  (0.,)  ''The 
Pennsylvania  School  Journal,"  the  "Rhode  Island  Instructor,"  the 
"National  Teacher"  and  the  "University  Monthly." 

COLORED  SCHOOLS. 

The  appropriation  of  $50,000  made  by  the  last  Legislature  for 
the  benefit  of  colored  schools,  was  not  distributed  in  time  to  make 
its  effects  felt  during  the  school  year  for  which  this  Report  is  made. 
Several  counties  have  made  a  regular  report  of  the  statistics  of  their 
colored  schools,  and  it  is  expected  that  next  year  we  shall  have  a 
return  from  all  the  colored  schools  in  the  State,  in  the  same  forms 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  from  the  white  schools.  The  great  diffi- 
culty in  the  way  of  organizing  these  schools  lies  in  the  impossi- 
bility of  obtaining  qualified  teachers.  The  only  remedy  seems  to 
be  to  take  the  best  teachers  that  can  be  had,  and  by  counsel,  instruc- 
tion, and  vigilant  supervision,  train  them  to  a  better  discharge  of 
their  duties. 

The  Howard  Normal  School  continues  its  useful  labors  for  the 
education  of  colored  teachers.  It  had  231  pupils  during  the  year, 
of  whom  69  were  in  the  Normal  Department,  87  in  the  Grammar 
School,  and  75  in  the  Primary.  It  is  unfortunate  that,  owing  to 
the  great  demand  for  teachers,  comparatively  few  remain  to  com- 
plete their  studies.  Yet  even  those  who  left  school  prematurely 
for  the  purpose  of  teaching  are  generally  giving  satisfaction.  There 
have  been  47  of  those  thus  partly  trained,  employed  within  the 
State  as  teachers. 

teachers'  certificates. 
The  law  requires  that  every  applicant  for  a  position  as  teacher 
shall  be  examined  by  the  County  Examiner,  (or  by  the  Principal  of 
the  State  Normal  School,)  and  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  qualifi- 
cation. It  recognizes  two  grades  of  certificates  ;  the  second  grade 
including  the  ordinary  branches,  and  the  first  grade  adding  Algebra, 
Book-Keeping  and  Natural  Philosophy  to  the  studies  required  for 
the  second  grade.  But  where  there  are  so  many  Examiners,  each 
setting  up  a  different  standard,  and  conducting  the  examination  in 
a  different  fashion,  it  necessarily  happens  that  certificates  of  the 
same  grade  will  be  found  in  the  hands  of  teachers  of  very  unequal 
merit.  In  some  counties  examinations  are  conducted  with  great 
regularity  and  some  formality  ;  in  others  they  are  irregular  and  very 
informal.    It  is  no  uncommon  thing  even  for  a  teacher  to  get  pos- 
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session  of  a  school,  (by  favor  of  one  of  the  Trustees,)  and  teach 
till  the  end  of  the  term  without  any  legal  qualification,  relying  on 
the  generosity  of  the  Examiner  for  his  certificate  and  his  salary. 
If  a  plan  could  be  devised  by  which  the  examinations  should  be  made 
uniform,  and  the  precise  value  of  each  certificate  clearly  indicated 
according  to  some  recognized  standard,  it  would  produce  a  very 
beneficial  effect  on  the  teachers,  and  ultimately  on  the  schools.  The 
following  scheme  is  suggested  for  the  consideration  of  the  county 
authorities:  Let  the  first  week  in  July  be  set  apart  as  examination, 
week  in  each  county.  Let  a  committee  of  five  Examiners  select 
the  questions  and  have  them  printed.  Let  it  be  made  known  be- 
forehand through  the  newspapers  that  all  persons  who  propose  to 
teach  in  the  State  during  the  coming  year,  and  who  are  not  already 
provided  with  legal  certificates,  must  present  themselves  for  exam- 
ination on  the  appointed  da}'  or  be  disqualified  for  the  year.  Then 
let  the  examination  be  in  writing,  and  let  the  percentage  of  ques- 
tions auswered  in  each  branch  be  marked  on  the  certificate.  By 
such  a  plan  as  this  some  uniformity  of  action  could  be  secured,  and 
the  teachers  in  all  the  counties  could  be  measured  by  one  common 
standard  ;  and  in  this  way  the  State  would  get  rid  of  a  great  many 
"accidental  teachers,"  who  are  picked  up  at  a  moment's  notice,  ex- 
amined in  haste,  and  hurried  off  into  a  school  where  they  begin  to 
make  experiments  in  teaching  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  and  of 
the  unfortunate  children  experimented  upon. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  in  one  or  two  counties  to  adjust  the 
salaries  of  teachers  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  questions  an- 
swered at  the  written  examination  for  certificates.  (  A  specimen  of 
these  questions  is  given  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report.)  Nothing 
could  be  better  calculated  than  this  to  stimulate  the  teachers  to  an 
exact  and  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  subjects  which  they  are 
required  to  teach.  But  it  is  said,  and  with  truth,  that  knowledge 
is  not  all  that  a  teacher  needs.  Tact  and  skill  are  equally  essential 
to  his  success:  and  a  teacher  with  little  knowledge  and  much  skill 
might  be  superior  to  one  with  much  knowledge  and  little  skill, 
while  the  latter  (according  to  this  plan)  would  get  the  larger  sal- 
ary. All  this  may  be  granted,  and  yet  the  fact  remains  that  every 
teacher  ought  to  be  well  informed.  (  and  can  be  well  informed,  if  he 
chooses  to  take  the  trouble,)  on  those  subjects  which  he  professes 
to  teach ,  and  if  he  prefers  to  remain  in  comparative  ignorance,  he 
deserves  to  suffer  by  it.  As  soon,  however,  as  the  standard  of 
scholastic  attainments  is  raised  high  enough'  we  hope  to  see  some 
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other  measure  of  a  similar  nature  put  in  operation,  in  order  to  raise 
the  standard  of  professional  skill.  "Payment  by  results" — that  is 
to  say,  by  the  amount  of  success  in  teaching,  has  done  much  good 
in  England,  where  it  has  been  practiced  for  many  years,  and  it 
might  be  found  equally  efficacious  here. 

ACCIDENTAL  TEACHERS. 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  about  one-third  of  the  teachers  in 
the  State  are  "teachers  by  accident."  They  have  had  no  training, 
and  no  experience;  they  are  profoundly  ignorant  of  the  first  princi- 
ples of  their  art,  and  are  profoundly  unconscious  of  their  ignorance  ; 
they  have  but  little  natural  aptitude  and  no  acquired  skill ;  they 
"  keep  school "  for  two  or  three  terms,  to  the  great  detriment  of 
their  scholars,  and  then  fall  to  the  rear  to  make  way  for  others  more 
needy,  or  more  fortunate,  but  not  more  capable.  The  annual  sow- 
ing of  four  thousand  new  Trustees  every  spring,  yields  a  large  an- 
nual harvest  of  untried  and  inexperienced  teachers  every  fall,  whose 
only  recommendation,  in  many  cases,  is  that  they  are  in  favor  with 
"  the  powers  that  be."*  Hence  come  those  schools  which  can  only 
be  regarded  as  factories  for  the  "  artificial  production  of  stupidity  ;v 
into  which  a  child  goes  cheerful,  teachable  and  (  for  his  age" )  intel- 
ligent; and  out  of  which  he  comes  dull,  intractable,  lazy,  and 
thoughtless. 

There  is  only  one  thing  which,  in  the  absence  of  original  genius, 
can  compensate  for  the  lack  of  systematic  training,  namely,  expe- 
rience; and  experience  is  just  what  the  rotation  system  makes  it 
impossible  to  acquire.  The  professional  life  of  the  average  teacher 
throughout  the  United  States,  does  not  exceed  three  years ;  and 
Maryland  is  no  exception  to  the  general  rule.  In  Anne  Arundel  coun- 
ty, for  example,  only  25  per  cent,  of  the  teachers  for  the  present  year 
can  be  found  on  the  roll  for  1869 ;  and  in  Allegany  county,  40  per  cent, 
of  the. teachers  of  1871,  failed  to  be  reappointed  in  1872.  Can  we 
wonder  that  the  school  attendance  is  beginning  to  diminish  in  spite 
of  an  increase  of  population  ?  Can  we  wonder  that  parents  are  re- 
luctant to  entrust  their  children  to  the  care  of  teachers  who  cannot 
command  the  confidence  of  trustees,  (  or  to  trustees  who  cannot 
command  the  confidence  of  teachers,)  for  two  successive  years.  The 
first  step  in  reform,  is  to  give  the  appointment  of  teachers  to  the

County  School  Boards.  The  wisdom  and  the  necessity  of  this  step 
have  been  fully  shown  in  former  reports  from  this  office.  It  is  un- 
necessary to  say  more  at  present,  than  that  the  experience  of  another 
year  has  deepened  and  strengthened  the  conviction  expressed  in  the 
report  of  last  year,  that  "  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  secure  a  vigor- 
ous and  uniform  administration  of  the  schools,  unless  teachers  are 
held  directly  accountable  to  the  County  Boards.  The  law  prevents 
the  County  Board  from  controlling  the  main  elements  of  success, 
namely,  the  teacher.  Were  every  other  feature  of  our  School  Law 
perfect,  this  one  defect  might  prove  fatal." 

SCHOOL  STATISTICS  AND  COMPULSORY  EDUCATION. 

The  school  statisl  ics  of  the  State  are  still  imperfect.  We  know, 
with  reasonable  certainty,  the  number  of  children  who  are  attend- 
ing school  in  any  given  term,  and,  where  the  registers  are  carefully 
kept,  (as  they  are  in  the  most  of  schools,)  we  can  tell  how  many 
days  each  enrolled  scholar  was  present  during  the  year.  But  there 
is  no  way  of  ascertaining  how.  many  children  do  not  go  to  school  at 
all.  Outside  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  the  number  cannot  be  large, 
excluding  colored  children.  The  white  population  of  the  counties 
is  3*77,703,  and  the  number  of  enrolled  scholars  is  77,943,  or  a  little- 
over  20  per  cent.  The  number  of  enrolled  scholars,  compared  with 
the  entire  population,  is,  in  Massachusetts,  18.7  per  cent.;  in  New 
Jersey,  18.6  per  cent.;  and  in  Connecticut,  20.5  per  cent.  It  is  evi- 
dent, then,  that  the  number  of  white  children  in.  the  counties,  whose 
names  do  not  appear  on  the  school  register,  must  be  comparatively 
small.  In  the  City  of  Baltimore,  however,  we  can  arrive  at  no 
definite  conclusion  on  the  subject.  The  population  is  2G7,354,  and' 
the  enrolled  scholars,  37,031,  or  about  14  per  cent.  We  know  thafc 
there  is  a  very  large  number  of  children  attending  private  and  de- 
nominational schools,  but  how  large  it  is,  and  how  large  is  the  re- 
siduum that  never  gets  within  the  walls  of  the  school  house — wko 
begin  their  education  in  the  gutter,  and  graduate  in  the  Penitentiary — 
we  have  no  means  even  of  guessing.  We  would  earnestly  urge 
upon  the  City  Authorities,  the  importance  of  taking  a  school  census, 
which  shall  enable  us  to  ascertain  the  exact  facts  of  the  case,  and 
to  form  a  correct  estimate  of  the  magnitude  of  the  problem  that  lies 
before  us.  Even  if  it  should  turn  out  to  be  as  serious  a  business  as 
we  fear  it  is,  we  are  not  prepared  to  advocate  a  "  Compulsory  Law," 
though  the  current  of  opinion  among  philosophical  educators,  seems 
to  set  in  that  direction  just  now.  We  have  not  yet  done  what  we 
could  to  make  schools  attractive,  interesting  and.  useful;  and  uitit 
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that  is  done,  we  believe  that  it  is  not  prudent  to  use  force.  We 
would  rather  draw  than  drive ;  we  would  rather  allure  than  com- 
pel. We  do  not  deny  the  abstract  right  of  a  State  to  force  a  certain 
amount  of  intellectual  food  upon  an  unwilling  stomach ;  but  we 
bold,  that  the  first  duty  is  to  provide  good  food,  and  to  create  a 
healthy,  natural  appetite,  which  will  render  force  unnecessary. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  probable  that,  at  least  in  Baltimore  and  some  of 
the  other  cities  and  larger  towns,  some  additional  legislation  is 
needed  to  provide  the  elements  of  education  for  "  idle,  truant  and 
neglected  children," 

CLASSIFICATION. 

An  earnest  desire  has  been  manifested  in  several  counties  to  have 
the  work  of  the  school  made  more  regular  and  systematic,  by  means 
of  a  better  classification.  Graded  schools  are  organized  in  those 
Districts  where  th'e  population  is  large  enough  to  justify  it;  but 
in  by  far  the  greater  portion  of  the  State,  population  is  too  sparse 
to  admit  of  graded  schools.  It  is  possible,  however,  by  accurate 
and  systematic  classification  in  an  ungraded  school,  to  reap  some  of 
the  advantages  that  belong  to  graded  schools ,  and  a  plan  for  this 
purpose  is  given  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report.  The  books  named 
are  those  officially  recommended  by  the  State  Board,  but  any  other 
books  may  be  substituted,  taking  equal  quantities. 

SUPERVISION. 

But  no  printed  plan  of  classification  can  be  made  effectual,  with- 
out constant  supervision  by  the  Examiner,  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
plaining and  enforcing  it.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that,  owing 
in  some  instances  to  unavoidable  necessity,  and  in  others,  to  causes 
which  have  not  been  clearly  explained,  the  schools  have  not  been 
Tisited  as  often  as  the  law  requires.  The  number  of  official  visits 
required  by  law  is  3,235  ;  the  number  reported  is  2,264. 

While  many  of  the  Examiners  have  fulfilled  this  very  important 
part  of  their  duty  punctually  and  faithfully,  and  have  succeeded  in 
infusing  a  portion  of  their  own  earnestness  and  enthusiasm  into  the 
teachers  and  schools  under  their  care  ;  instances  have  been  named 
of  schools  where  the  Examiner  had  not  been  seen  in  a  whole  year  ; 
and  complaints  have  been  made  that  the  visits,  when  paid,  have 
often  been  a  mere  formality.  Without  the  most  regular,  searching 
and  conscientious  inspection  on  the  part  of  Examiners,  the  school 
system,  however  excellent  in  theory,  (  and  we  gladly  acknowledge

that  we  have  an  excellent  system,)  must  fall  into  decay  and  disre- 
pute. Thorough  supervision  by  able  and  faithful  officers  will  make 
even  a  bad  system  work  well ;  while  incompetency  or  neglect  will 
ruin  the  best. 

REPORTS  OF  COUNTY  BOARDS. 

The  Reports  from  County  Boards  are,  with  one  exception,  un- 
usually full  and  accurate.  The  Report  from  Kent  county,  owing 
partly  to  a  change  of  Examiners  during  the  scholastic  year,  could 
not  be  made  available,  so  far  as  the  "financial  statement"  is  con- 
cernced,  and  the  money  items  have  therefore  been  "  estimated  "  in 
the  general  tables.  In  Kent  and  Somerset,  no  return  has  been 
made  of  the  "  number  of  different  pupils  " — an  important  item  which 
should  not  be  left  to  guess-work,  when  the  means  of  ascertaining 
the  exact  number  are  provided  by  law.  In  a  few  counties,  the 
statement  of  "receipts  from  books"  and  "  cost  of  books"  in  the 
several  schools,  has  not  been  made  out,  owing  in  some  measure  to 
the  complicated  system  of  furnishing  text-books,  which  the  present 
School  Law  sanctions.  As  long,,  however,  as  the  law  requires  a 
separate  book  account  to  be  kept  for  each  school,  the  County  Boards 
should  see  that  it  is  done.  With  the  few  exceptions  above  noted, 
the  county  reports  for  the  year  are  full,  clear  and  accurate;  and  the 
Examiners  will  please  accept  the  thanks  of  the  compiler  of  this  Re- 
port, whose  labors  have  been  very  much  lightened  by  their  punctuality 
and  exactness.  These  reports  show  in  detail  for  every  school  in  the 
county,  the  name  of  the  teacher,  the  number  of  enrolled  pupils  for 
each  term,  the  number  in  average  daily  attendance,  the  number  of 
different  pupils  for  the  year,  the  amount  paid  for  the  teacher's  sal- 
ary, the  amount  paid  for  incidental  expenses,  the  receipts  from  books, 
and  the  cost  of  books.  In  former  reports,  the  dimensions  and  the 
condition  of  the  several  school  houses  were  shown;  but  as  these  can- 
not vary  much  from  year  to  year,  it  has  not  been  thought  necessary 
to  repeat  the  information.  The  dimensions  and  cost  of  new  school 
hous  s,  however,  have  been  given. 

Believing  that  an  accurate  and  extensive  knowledge  of  facts  is  the 
only  safe  basis  of  economical  legislation,  and  the  only  solid  guaran- 
tee of  lasting  popularity,  no  pains  have  been  spared  to  make  this 
Report  at  once  comprehensive,  minute  and  trustworthy  In  no 
other  State  does  the  School  Report  give  the  same  variety  of  details 
in  reference  to  common  schools;  or  the  same  minuteness  of  informa- 
tion with  regard  to  the  expenditure  of  public  money  ;  and  it  is  hoped 
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that  the  facts  thus  presented,  will  have  the  effect  of  still  further 
stimulating  inquiry  and  increasing  the  desire  for  information,  until 
every  citizen  of  Maryland  shall  feel  not  only  a  public  but  a  personal 
interest  in  her  free  schools,  and  shall  cherish  them,  not  only  as  the 
safeguard  of  the  Commonwealth,  but  as  the  best  inheritance  that  he 
can  leave  to  his  children.

President  State  Board  of  Educaton  : 
Dear  Sir: — In  accordance  with  the  Public  School  Law,  we  respect- 
fully submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  County  School  Com- 
missioners for  Allegany  County,  for  the  year  ending  September  30th. 
1872: 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Board  is  improving.  Teachers'  sala- 
ries, Incidental  Expenses,  including  Rent  and  Book-bills,  are  all 
paid.  We  are  gradually  improving  the  school  accommodation  by  re- 
pairing where  it  can  be  done  with  economy,  by  getting  better  furni- 
ture, and  by  erecting  substantial  houses,  to  the  extent  of  the  funds  at 
our  disposal.  We  have  built  three  houses  this  year,  as  will  be  seen  by 
the  accompanying  table.  Another  is  under  contract,  which  is  calcu- 
lated to  be  able  to  accommodate  four  hundred  pupils. 

The  want  of  school  accommodation  is  still  our  complaint ;  it  might 
now  be  said  to  be  chronic,  as  it  has  been  spoken  of  in  every  report 
since  the  State  system  came  into  operation.  The  following  populous 
districts  have  no  school-houses,  and  the  rooms  procured  are  quite  inade- 
quate to  accommodate  the  pupils  in  these  several  places:  Westernport 
requires  a  house  to  accommodate  two  hundred  pupils  ;  Barton  to  ac- 
commodate four  hundred  ;  Midlothian  to  accommodate  one  hundred  : 
Pompey  Smash,  one  hundred  and  forty;  Hoffman  Hollow,  one  hun- 
dred, and  Eckhart  Mines  to  accommodate  two  hundred  pupils.  When 
these  localities  are  once  supplied,  it  will  require  but  a  very  inconsid- 
erable amount  to  supply  all  other  districts. 

Until  the  County  Commissioners  will  make  a  levy,  liberal  enough 
with  the  building  of  school-houses  in  view,  their  erection  must  neces- 
sarily be  a  gradual  work.  The  School  Board  cannot  build  houses  with- 
out money. 

The  County  Commissioners  levied,  for  the  use  of  the  Public  Schools, 
thirty-five  thousand  dollars.  The  Tax  Collector  has  been  unable  to 
pay  over  the  whole  amount,  but  expects  to  be  able  to  do  so  at  an  early 
date. 
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By  the  present  School  Law  the  Commissioners'  per  diem  cannot  ex- 
ceed five  hundred  dollars.  Our  expenditures  in  that  department  is  in 
excess  of  that,  amount;  but  it  must  be  remembered,  that  this  report 
•embraces  part  of  the  year  when  the  law  authorised  the  payment  of  nine 
hundred  and  sixty  dollars  for  that  purpose  * 

The  bills  payable  account,  amounts  to  seven  thousand  one  hundred 
and  fifty-one  dollars  and  ninety  ceuts,  (§7,151.90,)  which  is  the  entire 
indebtedness  of  the  Board,  and  is  due  for  school-houses  and  furniture. 

The  educational  condition  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Allegany  County, 
is  on  the  advance.  A  greater  number  of  schools  have  kept  up  their 
organization  for  seven  and  a  half  months  than  any  former  year.  This 
is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  teachers  who  labor  to  instruct  and 
imbue  the  pupils  with  a  love  for  knowledge.  The  schools  in  general 
.have  made  a  marked  advancement  during  the  year  just  ended.  We  do 
not  claim  that  they  are  yet  what  they  ought  to  be,  but  in  discipline, 
system  in  teaching,  and  a  desire  on  the  part  of  teachers  generally  to  do 
.the  best  for  their  pupils  in  their  power,  we  are  in  the  right  path — the 
results  will  prove  it.  Possessing  such  qualities  our  schools  cannot  fail  to 
commend  themselves  to  universal  favor.

Dear  Sir:— I  respectfully  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Schools  of  A.  A.  County: 

Owing  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  school  levy  and  pressing  debts 
of  long  standing,  the  Board,  we  think,  acted  wisely  in  closing  the 
schools  the  31st  of  May,  instead  of  the  30th  of  June,  keeping  the 
schools  open  for  nine  months. 

It  is  to  be  regretted,  that  the  Count}-  Commissioners  refused  to 
levy  a  sufficient  sum  to  keep  the  schools  open  for  ten  months,  since, 
the  education  of  the  rising  generation  is  the  most  important  interest, 
and  one  for  which  a  liberal  levy,  at  least  sufficient  to  meet  the  de- 
mands of  an  economical  expenditure,  should  be  cheerfully  made. 

A  disadvantage,  which  acts  seriously  upon  the  teachers,  and 
greatly  embarrasses  the  School  Board,  is  the  neglect  of  the  County 
Collectors  to  make  prompt  quarterly  payments.  While  the  State 
appropriation  is  paid  punctually  every  quarter,  the  Collectors  of  the 
School  Tax,  with  few  honorable  exceptions,  fail  to  make  their  full 
quarterly  returns,  and  the  consequence  is,  that  there  is  now  due  the 
School  Board  a  balance  of  upwards  of  $4,000  for  the  levies  of  the 
years  18.0  and  1871. 

This  delinquency  on  the  part  of  Collectors,  augments  the  amount 
of  interest  for  debts  and  money  borrowed,  increasing  the  amount 
necessary  to  be  levied,  which  would  not  be  the  case,  if  the  County 
Commissioners  would  levy  a  sufficient  amount  for  school  purposes, 
and  see  that  it  was  promptly  collected  and  paid  over. 

We  have  paid  during  the  past  year,  notwithstanding  the  difficul. 
ties  enumerated  above,  upwards  of  $4,500  for  debts  of  long  stand- 
ing, and  at  the  present  time  our  financial  condition  is  better  than  it 
has  been  during  the  past  three  years 

We  have  ten  colored  schools  in  operation,  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  307  pupils.  The  colored  people  are  reaping  the  bene- 
fits of  our  School  System,  by  availing  themselves  of  its  advantages. 
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The  Board  have  endeavored  to  use  the  funds  appropriated  for  the 
use  of  colored  schools  to  the  best  advantage,  by  establishing  as 
many  schools  in  the  different  Districts  as  the  funds  would  justify. 

The  growing  desire,  evinced  by  those  who  intend  to  pursue  the 
profession  of  teachiDg,  to  avail  themselves  of  the  superior  advan- 
tages of  the  Normal  School,  is  evident  [from  the  many  applicants 
from  our  county  for  admission.  The  popularity  of  this  institution 
which  should  be  the  pride  of  every  Marylander  who  properly  esti- 
mates the  value  of  education,  is  seen  in  the  anxiety  of  school  officers 
to  procure  graduates  of  the  Normal  School  to  take  charge  of  their 
schools.  Its  graduates,  trained  in  the  art  of  teaching,  are  now  in 
nearly  every  county  of  our  State,  and  when  its  merits  are  better 
known,  there  will  be  but  few  who  will  undertake  to  engage  in  the 
important  avocation  of  teaching,  without  first  spending  some  time 
within  the  walls  of  the  State  Normal  School.

President  State  Board  of  Education  : 

The  Report  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Baltimore  County  for  the- 
scholastic  year  ending  June  30th,  1872,  and  for  the  fiscal  year  endL 
ing  September  30th,  18T2,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

Last  year  one  hundred  and  eleven  schools  were*  reported.  Since 
then,  the  number  has  increased  to  one  hundred  and  twenty.  The 
number  of  pupils  in  average  attendance,  for  the  year,  was  3,403,. 
and  the  average  number  enrolled  was  5,253. 

The  incidental  expenses  of  schools  have  received  especial  atten- 
tion from  the  Board,  and  the  strictest  economy  has  been  demanded 
on  the  part  of  teachers  in  connection  with  these  expenses,  so  as  to 
reduce  them  to  the  lowest  amount.  A  recent  By-Law,  requir- 
ing teachers  to  send,  with  their  quarterly  reports,  vouchers  for 
all  incidental  expenses  exceeding  live  dollars,  has  been  uniformly 
enforced.  Considerable  labor  has  been  devoted  to  the  classification 
of  the  different  items  composing  this  account,  from  which  it  appears 
that  the  cost  of  fuel  was  $3,302.58;  rent,  $969,25.;  and  articles 
necessary  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  school,  such  as 
axes,  buckets,  brooms,  towels,  &e,  $500.02.  Further  reference  to 
the  statistics  appended  is  unnecessary. 

For  the  purpose  of  stimulating  the  teachers  of  the  county  to  en- 
large their  scholastic  and  professional  attainments,  tin;  Board,  during 
the  past  year,  determined  to  classify  them  according  to  the  per 
ccntage  of  questions  answered  in  their  examination  papers,  and  to 
make  their  salaries  dependent  upon  the  grade  and  class  of  certifi- 
cates held  by  them.  Two  classes  were  established  in  the  first 
grade — applicants  for  t  he  first  class  being  required  to  answer  eighty- 
five  per  cent,  of  the  questions  on  the  branches  common  to  both 
grades,  and  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  questions  on  the  branches 
peculiar  to  the  first  grade ;  in  the  second  class  the  per  centage  is- 
seventy-five  and  sixty-five     In  the  second  grade  there  are 'four 
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classes,  demanding,  respectively,  an  average  of  seventy-five,  sixty, 
forty-five,  and  thirty  per  cent.  The  per  centage  on  any  particular 
branch  must  not  be  less  than  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  average  of  the 
class.  An  applicant,  for  instance,  for  a  second  grade,  first  class, 
certificate,  must  obtain  a  general  average  of  seventy-five  per  cent, 
on  the  branches  upon  which  he  is  examined,  and  not  less  than  sixty 
per  cent,  on  any  separate  branch.  To  carry  out  this  arrangement, 
it  became  necessary  to  re-examine  all  the  teachers  of  the  county 
holding  certificates  issued  by  authority  of  the  School  Board  of  this 
county.  Graduates  of  the  State  Normal  School,  and  teachers  hold- 
ing professional  certificates  granted  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, are  placed  in  the  first  grade,  first  class.  Of  153  teachers  who 
attended  the  examinations  under  the  present  classification,  8  ob- 
tained first  grade,  first  class  certificates  ;  18  first  grade,  second  class  ; 
64  second  grade,  first  class ;  41  second  grade,  second  class ;  18  sec- 
ond grade,  third  class,  and  4  second  grade,  fourth  class.  It  is 
highly  creditable  to  the  teachers  of  the  county  that  so  few  of  them 
are  in  the  lower  classes,  there  being  only  22  ranking  below  the  sec- 
ond grade,  second  class.  As  opportunities  are  afforded  them,  at 
stated  intervals,  for  re-examination,  it  is  probable  that,  in  a  short 
time,  there  will  be  none  holding  certificates  lower  than  the  second 
grade,  second  class.  The  salaries  of  teachers  of  the  first  grade,  first 
class,  have  been  increased  $40  per  annum  above  the  amount  here- 
tofore paid  first  grade  teachers.  In  the  second  grade,  first  class, 
the  salaries  are  the  same  as  formerly  paid  second  grade  teachers. 
Tn  the  second  class  they  are  one-sixth  less,  in  the  third  class  one- 
third  less,  and  in  the  fourth  class  one-half.  It  is  evident,  from  the 
above,  that  it  has  not  been  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  lower 
teachers'  salaries,  but  rather  to  stimulate  them  to  qualify  themselves 
for  taking  the  highest  grade  of  certificate,  and  for  which  exertion, 
on  their  part,  the  Board  pays  them  $40  per  annum  more  than  they 
could  obtain  heretofore. 

Objection  may  be  made  to  the  classification,  as  above  described, 
that  the  standing  of  the  teacher  is  determined  by'  his  scholastic  ac- 
quirements, and  that  he  obtains  no  credit  for  his  ability  to  impart 
instruction.  The  worn  remark,  that  they  "who  know  the  most  are 
not  always  the  best  teachers,"  is  not  more  worthy  of  acceptation 
than  that  they  who  have  a  very  imperfect  acquaintance  with  a  sub- 
ject, are  not  so  well  qualified  to  teach  it  as  they  who  thoroughly 
(understand  it.  It  is  difficult  to  determine  an  applicant's  ability  to 
teach  by  a  written  examination,  and  the  law  makes  other  provision

for  deciding  upon  his  qualification  on  this  point.  Teachers  who 
complain  of  frequent  examinations,  and  of  the  difficulty  of  preparing 
for  them,  will,  perhaps,  find  their  chief  trouble  in  the  want  of  incli- 
nation to  study.  To  quote  the  words  of  another,  "  if  one-half  of 
the  time  squandered  by  this  class  in  amusements,  needful  for  the 
health  of  neither  mind  nor  body,  or  in  aimless,  desultory,  general 
reading,  were  spent  in  systematic  self-culture,  they  would  soon  cease 
to  fear  or  dread  the  severest  examination  tests.  Limited  educa- 
tional advantages  were  enjo}red,  in  youth,  by  some  of  the  best  teach- 
ers in  the  State.  They  have  won  their  well-earned  reputations  by 
industry,  self-denial,  and  persistent  self-discipline.  Others  can  do 
what  they  have  done,  and  those  who  will  not  attempt  to  emulate 
them,  should  not  complaim,  if  they  fail  to  receive  the  sympathies  of 
Examiners,  or  if  those  who  are  diligent  and  persevering,  outstrip 
them  in  the  race  for  preferment." 

During  the  past  year,  the  Board  appropriated  fifty  dollars  to  every 
colored  school  that  had  been  in  operation  six  months  previously  to 
June  30th.  But  few  schools,  reported  to  the  Board  as  having  been 
open  for  that  length  of  time,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  amount  ex- 
pended for  colored  schools.  One  school,  having  really  no  claim 
under  the  resolution  adopted,  was  allowed  twenty-five  dollars.  At 
the  present  time,  colored  schools  have  been  established  in  almost 
every  Election  District  in  the  county  A  number  of  them  are  not 
yet  in  operation,  for  the  want  of  teachers ;  but  this  want,  it  is  pre- 
sumed, will  not  continue  for  any  length  of  time.  No  distinction  is 
made  between  colored  and  white  schools,  as  regards  their  govern- 
ment, or  the  salaries  paid  teachers.  The  same  rules  and  regula- 
tions adopted  for  white  schools,  are  applied  to  colored  schools.  They 
use  the  same  books,  report  quarterly  to  the  Board,  and  their  teach- 
ers are  paid,  as  in  white  schools,  according  to  the  number  of  pupils 
in  the  school,  and  the  grade  of  certificate  they  hold. 

It  will  be  seen  that  a  comparatively  small  amount  has  been  ex- 
pended in  building  school  houses.  This  has  not  been,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  houses  are  not  needed,  but  that  for  years  past,  it  has  been 
the  policy  of  the  Board  not  to  bring  about  financial  embarrassment 
by  erecting  school  houses  when  the  condition  of  the  finances  would 
not  justify  such  expenditure.  A  brick  house,  24  x  24,  has  been 
built  in  the  Seventh  Election  District,  at  a  cost  of  $1,189.50,  includ- 
ing furniture.  Since  the  close  of  the  year,  the  Board  has,  also,  paid 
$850.00  for  School  House  Xo.  2,  Fifth  District,  which  was  built  in 
1870.  At  the  present  writing,  several  houses  are  under  contract; 
5 
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one  in  the  First  District,  one  in  the  Third,  one  in  the  Fourth,  and 
one  in  the  Sixth.  An  excellent  lot  has  been  secured  in  Towson- 
town,  and  the  contract  for  a  two-story  stone  house  will  be  shortly 
awarded.  All  the  above  houses  are  to  be  built  of  brick  or  stone — 
it  being  the  determination  of  the  Board  to  put  up  no  frame  build- 
ings. During  the  coming  year,  eight  or  ten  substantial  houses  will' 
be  erected.  It  is  evident  that  a  wise  economy  has  actuated  the 
Board  in  not  building  more  houses  during  the  past  year,  as  they 
will  be  the  better  enabled  to  expend  judiciously,  for  this  purpose, 
during  the  year  just  commenced. 

No  Institute  has  been  held  during  the  past  year.  "While  the  let- 
ter of  the  law  has  been  thus  neglected,  perhaps  the  spirit  of  it  has 
been  faithfully  obeyed.  In  fact,  the  four  sessions  of  the  Teachers' 
Association,  held  every  year,  constitute  so  many  Institutes.'  These 
meetings  have  been  well  attended  by  the  teachers,  who  take  an  ac- 
tive part  in  the  proceedings.  It  would  certainly  be  no  gain  to  dis- 
continue these  four  meetings  a  year,  and  substitute  an  annual  In- 
stitute. The  Superintendent  of  the  State  Normal  School  has  con- 
tinued to  impart  valuable  instruction  at  every  meeting  during  the 
year.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell  : 

Dear  Sir : — I  herewith  transmit  to  the  State  Board  the  Report 
of  the  Board  of  County  School  Commissioners  of  Calvert  County, 
for  the  scholastic  year  ending  June  30th,  and  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  September  30th,  1872,  which  I  hope  will  prove  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  pupils  is  less  than  for  the  preceding  year,  but  the 
average  attendance  is  better,  when  compared  with  the  number  en- 
rolled. In  some  School  Districts,  I  regret  to  say,  local  prejudices 
have  operated  unfavorably  upon  our  schools,  but  these  prejudices 
have  been  mostly  removed,  and  I  hope,  in  the  next  Report,  to  be 
able  to  show  a  large  increase  in  the  number  admitted.  The  schools 
w^ere  all  kept  open  four  terms,  with  the  exception  of  two,  which 
were  closed  one  term  each,  for  the  want  of  proper  patronage,  with 
the  effect  of  securing  a  much  better  attendance  when  they  were  re- 
opened the  succeeding  term. 

One  new  school  house  was  built  during  the  year,  and  several 
others  put  in  proper  repair;  and  though  the  appropriation  from  the 
State  was  much  reduced  by  the  last  census,  our  financial  depart- 
ment is  so  judiciously  managed,  that  we  have  suffered  no  pecuniary 
embarrassment. 

The  colored  schools  in  the  county  are  being  properly  organized, 
and  will,  of  course,  receive  their  portion  of  the  State  appropriation. 
Our  Board  is  providing  for  them  suitable  teachers,  and  in  my  next, 
I  expect  to  give  a  statement  of  their  condition.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell: 

Dear  Sir: — Of  the  condition  of  our  schools  for  the  year  just 
ended,  we  are  glad  to  be  able,  in  some  respects,  to  speak  favorably. 
We  think  we  discern  improvement  in  the  efficiency  of  our  teachers, 
generally,  in  scholarship,  tact,  and  administration  of  their  schools. 
The  thoroughness  of  furnishment  for  their  Avork,  its  importance, 
and  the  responsibility  it  imposes,  seem  to  be  more  fully  appreciated. 
The  fullest  preparation  by  the  teacher  for  the  immediate  work  in 
the  school  room,  is  of  such  evident  importance,  that  the  Examiner, 
in  his  visits  to  the  schools,  takes  occasion  to  urge  the  actual  study 
by  the  teacher  of  the  lessons  assigned  to  the  pupils.  Fully  per- 
suaded, when  this  is  faithfully  done,  the  teacher  will  acquire  a 
freshness,  facility,  and  aptness  in  the  conduct  of  recitations,  that 
will  both  beget  in  him  confidence  and  encouragement,  and  prove  of 
great  advantage  to  the  pupils.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  all  good 
teachers  are  hard  students,  and  have  a  passion  for  their  work. 

But  of  the  attendance  by  the  pupils,  we  are  sorry  we  cannot  so 
favorably  speak.  This,  as  you  will  se3  by  the  tabular  statement, 
is  painfully  meagre  and  irregular.  It  is  not  pleasant  to  note  here 
that  this  evil  seems  to  us  to  be  mainly  owing  to  the  lack  of  interest, 
on  the  part  of  parents,  in  the  education  of  their  children.  It  is  true, 
they  need  or  think  they  need,  at  certain  seasons  of  the  year,  the 
assistance  of  their  children  on  the  farm.  This  is  a  great  evil  that 
cries  for  a  remedy.  All  see,  that  could  some  plan  be  devised  that 
would  secure  a  more  regular  attendance,  the  great  end  of  our  sys- 
tem of  education  would  be  vastly  furthered. 

The  Board  has  just  started  ten  colored  schools,  two  in  each  Elec- 
tion District,  on  the  appropriation  made  by  the  last  General  As- 
sembly, together  with  the  small  levy  due  from  the  county  to  these 
schools.  The  amount  of  the  appropriation  to  which  this  county  is 
entitled  for  the  year,  is  $1,174.04,  and  the  county  levy  about  $250, 
This  very  inadequate  sum  the  Board  will  endeavor  to  distribute  as 
fairly  as  possible  for  the  good  of  all  parts  of  the  county. 
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We  Lave  expended  much  more  for  building  and  repairs  than  in 
any  preceding  year,  and  hence,  we  are  having  more  convenient  and 
comely  houses.  Still  very  much  needs  to  be  done.  Four  new 
houses  have  just  been  completed,  and  one  is  in  process  of  building. 
In  this  expenditure,  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  mention,  that  the  Board 
has  been  aided  by  the  generous  contributions  of  the  patrons  of  their 
repective  Districts.  Of  the  cost  and  furnishing  of  these  houses,  the 
Secretary  has  not  just  now  the  data  to  make  a  full  and  accurate 
statement.  The  financial  statement  herein  contained,  gives  the 
amount  appropriated  by  the  Board  unto  this  end. 

The  amount  of  county  levy  for  the  year  just  ended  was  $10,000, 
the  sum  collected,  $8,667.60,  leaving  a  balance  of  $1,337.40  as  our 
resource,  without  any  indebtedness  or  liabilities  against  us. 

For  the  present  year,  the  sum  asked  by  the  Board  was  $8,000, 
but  only  $7,000  was  levied  to  them.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell: 

Dear  Sir: — In  presenting  the  annual  School  Report  of  Carroll 
County,  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  18*1.2,  we  have  few 
remarks  to  make. 

The  refusal  of  the  late  Board  of  County  Commissioners  to  levy  a 
county  tax  sufficient  to  cover  the  increased  expenses  which  resulted 
from  a  change  of  text-books— which  the  late  Board  of  School  Com- 
missioners  thought  to  be  necessary,  but  which  proved  unpopular  in 
several  sections  of  the  county — was  followed  by  financial  difficul- 
ties, which  rendered  it  necessary  to  reduce  the  teachers'  salaries  to 
$80  per  term  for  first,  and  $75  for  second  grades  ;  and  this  reduc- 
tion of  the  salaries,  which  would  have  been  unwise,  not  to  say  un- 
just, had  it  been  avoidable,  drove  from  our  service  some  of  our  most 
efficient  teachers.  The  loss  of  these  teachers,  and  other  unfavorable 
influences  growing  out  of  the  same  cause,  produced  a  depression  last 
year,  from  which  we  are  just  now  recovering. 

To  enable  us  to  begin  to  pay  off  the  debts  contracted  by  the  late 
School  Board,  the  present  Board  of  County  Commissioners  have 
added  two  cents  per  $100  to  the  previous  levy  of  ten  cents,  thus 
increasing  the  levy  of  this  year  to  12  cents  on  the  value  of  $100  ; 
and  although,  in  yielding  to  this  demand  for  an  increased  levy,  the 
County  Commissioners  did  not  contemplate  a  restoration  of  the 
teachers'  salaries,  yet  the  present  Board  of  School  Commissioners 
are  hopeful  that,  by  the  practice  of  rigid  economy  in  all  depart- 
ments possible,  without  affecting  efficiency,  they  may  be  able  to  in- 
crease the  salaries  to  sums  sufficient  to  retain  the  most  valuable 
teachers  3ret  remaining  in  Carroll,  and  to  attract  to  our  service 
others  of  ability  and  experience. 

The  accompanying  tables,  however,  will  show  that  our  retroces- 
sion has  been  but  slight ;  and  we  are  encouraged  to  hope  that,  as- 
our  experience  will  enable  us  in  the  future  to  avoid  past  errors,  our 
rapid  progress  towards  perfection,  is  about  to,  begin. 
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A  short  calculation  will  demonstrate  that,  if  wo  exclude  the 
•amount  of  debt  paid  this  year,  and  take  as  data  the  amount  prop- 
erly chargeable  as  school  expenses,  the  average  cost  of  the  tuition 
of  each  pupil  in  school,  will  appear  to  be  less  than  $5  per  year  of 
seven  and  one-half  months,  or  less  than  75  cents  per  month. 

After  the  passage  of  the  late  Amendments  to  the  School  Law, 
o.ur  Board  began  to  adopt  measures  to  execute  the  provisions  re- 
quiring the  establishment  of  a  "Colored  School"  in  each  Election 
District  in  which  Africans  enough  of  the  proper  age  can  be  found  to 
justify  the  opening  of  a  school  for  their  accommodation ;  and  there 
is  a  probability  that  we  shall  have  six  or  seven  African  schools 
open  during  the  year  to  end  September  30th,  1873. 

Two  of  our  best  school  houses  have  been  destroyed  by  fire,  since 
the  last  annual  Report  was  made.  One  fire  resulted  from  accident, 
but  the  other  evidently  from  the  act  of  a  malicious  incendiary,  for 
whose  detection  and  conviction  the  School  Board  offered  a  reward 
of  $500. 

During  the  vacation  last  year,  a  partially  successful  County 
Teachers'  Institute  was  Jaeld,  and  arrangements  were  made  to  hold 
it  annually.  For  this  year,  however,  as  the  President  was  unable 
to  meet  with  us  in  vacation,  in  consequence  of  engagements  else- 
where, the  Institute  has  been  postponed  nntil  the  13th  of  November.

President  of  the  State  Board  of  School  Commissioners  : 
In  reporting  to  you  the  condition  of  the  schools  of  this  county 
for  the  past  year,  we  have  to  say  that  we  were  able  to  keep  the 
schools  open  only  for  three  terms,  of  two  and  a-half  months  each. 
The  reason  of  this  may  be  easily  surmised — a  want  of  funds.  For 
the  same  reason  we  have  not  been  able  to  carry  forward  the  build- 
ing of  new  school  houses,  a  work  of  vital  importance  to  the  success 
of  Public  Schools,  since  dilapidated  houses,  illy  furnished,  are  poor 
instruments  to  enable  the  teachers  to  accomplish  their  work  of  edu- 
cating the  young. ' 

The  schools,  however,  have  been  taught  with  a  good  degree  of* 
efficiency  during  the  year.  The  teachers  seem  to  take  a  deeper 
personal  interest  in  1  heir  employment ;  and  tho  Teacher's  Associa- 
tion has  been  kept  up  with  increased  interest  and  profit.  We  held 
an  Institute  in  the  spring,  attended  by  a  large  number  of  the  teach- 
ers, yet  not  as  fully  as  might  have  been.  The  exercises  of  that  oc- 
casion, under  the  direction  of  yourself,  and  with  the  presence  of  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  County  School  Commissioners,  awakened 
considerable  interest  in  the  minds  of  the  teachers.  Many  of  them 
took  part  freely  in  the  exercises,'  as  not  only  highly  gratified,  but 
greatly  profited  and  encouraged  in  their  work.  A  large  number  of 
friends  of  public  education  attended  the  Institute,  and  by  their 
presence  added  interest  and  pleasure  to  its  meetings. 

There  is  a  serious  difficulty  in  the  practical  effect  in  our  schools 
on  the  training  of  the  pupils  in  the  irregular  attendance,  so  mani- 
fest by  an  examination  of  the  school  registers.  There  is  a  great 
defect  here,  for  however  may  be  the  arrangements-  of  the  school, 
and  the  gratification  of  the  teachers,  yet  if  the  parents  and  guardi- 
ans of  the  pupils  do  not  see  to  their  constant  attendance,  the  bene- 
fits of  the  schools  will  be  greatly  impaired.    The  Commissioners^ 
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distributed  some  slight  premiums  to  some  pupils  who  had  not  been 
absent  from  school  a  single  day  for  a  whole  year,  and  we  are  pleas- 
ed to  say  that  the  number  of  such  pupils  has  increased.  We  are 
happy  to  say  that  the  schools  for  colored  children  are  in  successful 
operation,  and  so  well  conducted  as  to  merit  commendation.  You 
will  see  by  the  report  what  we  have  expended  for  them  this  year. 

We  have  nothing  more  to  report  to  you,  but  to  assure  you  that 
while  much  remains  to  be  done  in  bringing  up  the  schools  to  the 
standard  of  completeness,  much  has  been  done  to  give  impetus  to 
the  operation  of  public  education.  With  more  ample  means  at  our 
disposal,  Ave  could  move  rapidly,  supply  all  the  schools  with  new 
and  commodious  buildings,  and  more  complete  facilities,  but  with 
such  means  as  we  have,  we  shall  endeavor  to  fulfill  our  obligations 
as  custodians  of  the  interests  of  public  education  in  the  county, 
and  give  to  the  schools  all  the  practical  efficiency  we  can.

Another  year  of  work,  through  which  the  lives  of  Commission- 
ers, Examiner  and  Teachers,  and  as  far  as  known  of  the  pupils  ac- 
tually attending  school,  have  been  spared,  is  ended,  and  we  render 
grateful  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  this  signal  manifesta- 
tion of  his  mercy.  The  school  work  has  been  performed  quietly 
yet  thoroughly,  and  the  examinations  in  May  and  June  satisfied 
your  Examiner  of  a  steady  improvement  in  a  large  majority  of  the 
schools.  More  convenient  furniture  for  seating  the  children  com- 
fortably— better  arrangements  for  heating  and  ventilating  the 
houses — larger  amount  of  blackboard  surface  in  use — together  with 
an  increased  interest  in  the  proper  work  of  an  instructor,  in  the 
teachers  themselves,  have  all  conjoined  to  develop  a  greater  inter- 
est in  the  system  in  the  community,  and  a  more  earnest  devotion 
to  the  labor  of  learning  in  the  pupils.  The  trouble  of  irregular 
attendance  on  the  part  of  pupils  continues,  and  is  likely  to  become 
constant  and  chronic  under  the  present  system.  Together  with  the 
deficiency  in  the  School  Law  in  this  respect,  is  the  continued  neces- 
sity of  withdrawing  pupils  from  the  schools  to  assist  in  the  labors 
of  the  farm.  This  latter  demand  accounts,  in  a  great  measure,  for 
the  small  proportion  of  the  attendance  on  the  enrollment  of  pupils, 
and  as  there  is  no  mode  yet  discovered  of  preventing  these  tempo- 
rary withdrawals  of  pupils  from  the  schools,  the  same  unsatisfac- 
tory condition  of  the  report  may  be  looked  for  yearly. 

The  systematic  instruction  of  the  pupils  in  the  primary  branches 
for  three  or  four  years  past,  in  great  measure  under  the  same  corps 
of  earnest  self-sacrificing  teachers,  has  prepared  quite  a  number  of 
them  for  a  higher  grade  of  education,  and  there  is  rapidly  develop- 
ing in  many  parts  of  the  county,  a  desire  for  a  more  extended 
course  of  instruction.  A  single  High  School  for  boys  and  oae  Acad- 
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emy  for  boys  and  girls,  in  the  largest  county  in  the  State,  will  not 
meet  the  requirements.  The  desire  though  is  quite  gratifying  as- 
an  evidence  of  increased  interest  on  the  part  of  the  patrons,  but  to 
meet  the  demand,  a  large  increase  of  the  levy  will  be  necessary, 
and  a  higher  grade  of  examination  must  be  adopted.  There  is  very: 
little  doubt  though  that  the  community  of  tax-payers  would  respond 
liberally  to  the  increase  of  the  levy,  when  the  demand  for  a  higher 
grade  of  instruction  becomes  general  throughout  the  county,  and  the 
teachers  too  would  be  forthcoming. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  the  introduction  of  music  and 
Geometry  in  the  course.  It  is  believed  that  the  latter  study  would 
be  more  generally  useful  than  Algebra.  During  the  coming  year 
Drawing  will  be  introduced  in  many  of  the  schools  by  means  of  the 
small  cards  for  drawing  on  slates.  This  first  step  is  indeed  a  very- 
small  affair,  but  it  may  result  in  developing  a  desire  for  more  ex- 
tended instruction  in  an  art  now  acknowledged  to  be  of  great  value.. 

The  colored  schools,  ten  in  number,  were  open  during  a  part  of 
the  year — the  expenses  in  part  defrayed  by  this  Board.  The  whole- 
number  of  pupils  in  attendance  probably  reached  five  hundred. 
During  the  coming  year  the  number  of  schools  will  be  doubled,  and 
under  the  new  arrangements  required  by  the  law  of  18*72,  satisfac- 
tory reports  will  hereafter  be  made.

HARFORD  COUNTY.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell,  President : 

Dear  Sir  : — Our  schools  are  still  improving,  although  the  Board 
could  keep  them  in  operation  only  three  terms  during  the  past 
year.  The  schools  in  Havre-de-Grace  were  continued  during  the 
Summer  Term,  at  the  expense  of  the  Corporation,  our  Board  grant- 
ing the  use  of  books  and  stationery  free  of  charge.  We  cannot  too 
highly  commend  the  liberal  spirit  and  due  appreciation  of  education 
manifested  by  J.  Thompson  Frieze,  John  Y.  Wareham,  J.  Y. 
Fields,  R.  R.  Yandiver,  composing  the  Town  Commissioners  of 
Havre-de-Grace,  in  appropriating  the  $205,  rent  paid  by  the  School 
Board  to  keeping  the  Public  School,  in  that  town,  in  operation 
during  the  Summe»  Term,  while  the  Public  Schools  of  the  county 
were  generally  suspended.  We  need  say  little  of  our  schools  in 
Havre-de-Grace.  You  visited  these  schools  last  spring,  and  can 
probably  recall  the  favorable  impressions  both  with  regard  to  the 
comfortable  rooms  in  the  Town  Hall  and  the  brick  school  house. 
These  schools  are  specially  under  the  supervision  and  management 
of  our  energetic  and  efficient  SchooL  Commissioner,  Dr.  Yirdin, 
who  is  indefatigable  in  advancing  the  educational  interest  of  the 
county. 

There  were  3,560  different  pupils  attending  our  schools  during 
the  year,  an  increase  of  47  on  1811,  and  of  215  on  1870.  We  expect 
a  much  larger  increase  this  year  over  last.  We  have  established 
two  additional  schools  in  our  county  town,  Belair — a  boys'  in  the 
lower  room  of  the  Academy,  and  a  girls'  school  in  the  new  school 
house  erected  during  the  fall,  in  that  town.  This  new  school  house 
is  42  feet  from  outside  to  outside,[and  an  ornament  to  the  town. 
The  three  schools  in  Belair,  have  about  90  pupils  on  i oil.  The  cost 
of  the  new  school  house  in  Belair,  was  $1,258.50.  The  Board  have 
also  ereoted  a  new  school  house  at  Aberdeen,  similar  to  the  one  in 
Belair,  at  a  cost  of  $251.50,  and  one  at  or  near  Stafford,  5th  District, 
at  a  cost  of  $940,  and  are  erecting  one  near  the  Pennsylvania  Line, 
No.  0,  5th  District,  which  will  cost  about  $900  ;  this  lastfis  of  brick, 
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and  will  be  finished  in  the  spring.  These  school  houses  will  be  fur- 
nished with  Soper  Desks  and  other  suitable  furniture.  The  princi- 
pal part  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Board,  amounting  to  $8,846.06,  has 
been  incurred  for  building  school  houses,  and  repairing  and  furnish- 
ing old  ones.  The  census  taken  in  this  county  last  spring,  by  an 
Act  of  the  Legislature,  shows  the  number  of  white  children  between 
5  and  20,  to  be  6,614,  by  which  our  quarterly  State  Distribution 
has  been  increased  $544.75.  "We  have  had  0  colored  schools  in 
operation  during  the  past  year,  and  at  present,  11  are  in  operation, 
and  another  will  be  opened  at  Upper  X  Roads,  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Board.  The  Board  cannot  keep  these  schools  in  opera- 
tion longer  than  two  terms.  The  salary  of  colored  teachers  is  $10 
per  term.  The  colored  State  appropriation  or  instalments  to  this 
county,  amounts  to  $1,608;  colored  taxes  to  $280;  total,  $1,888— suf- 
ficient to  keep  12  schools  in  operation  two  terms.  We  have  fur- 
nished 15  schools  with  coal-stoves  this  Fall;  the  cost  of  which  is 
about  $250 ;  the  old  wood-stoves  being  totally  unfit  to  heat  the 
school  houses. 

This  county  requires  about  12  new  school  house-.  Some  of  the 
old  frame  and  log  houses  have  become  so  dilapidated,  and  uncom- 
fortable, that  repairing  would  be  a  useless  expenditure. 

We  have  reduced  our  indebtedness  of  last  year,  viz:  $11,854.32 
to  about  $2,300.  This  reduction  is  owing  to  the  liberality  of  our 
present  County  Commissioners,  who  levied  15  cents  in  the  $100 
in  1812,  for  the  Public  Schools  of  the  county.  If  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners  continue  to  be  as  friendly  disposed  towards 
public  education,  and  as  liberal  in  1813,  our  Board  hope  to  be  able  to 
keep  the  schools  in  operation  four  terms,  and  liquidate  our  indebt- 
edness. We  regret  that  apathy  still  exists  on  the  part  of  many,  on 
the  important  subject  of  education,  which  as  Edward  Burke  says, 
"is  the  cheap  defence  of  Nations."

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell  : 

Dear  Sir : — I  am  admonished  that  the  timo  has  come  to  report 
to  you  the  conditions  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Howard  county. 

Coming  into  office  last  January,  I  found  my  worthy  predecessor 
had  secured  the  services  of  earnest  and  qualified  teachers  in  nearly 
all  the  schools  of  the  county.  The  1  'excepted  few"  were  far  from 
being  inefficient  teachers,  though  falling  below  the  standard  desired. 

The  disparity  between  the  number  on  the  roll  and  the  average 
daily  attendance,  is  attributable  to  the  scarcity  of  labor  in  the  rural 
districts — one  other  cause  I  fear  contributes  in  no  small  degree  to 
increase  this  great  evil — teachers  do  not  seek  to  make  the  school 
room  as  inviting  and  cheerful  as  it  might  be,  nor  do  they  try  to 
make  the  studies  of  the  little  ones  as  pleasing  as  necessary.  I  am 
perfectly  sure  when  you  find  a  teacher  who  manages  to  interest  his 
little  pupils  in  whatever  they  may  be  studying,  you  will  find  that 
his  average  attendance  is  larger  than  where  one  drags  his  scholars 
through  their  studies  as  if  memon*  were  the  only  thing  requisite 
in  obtaining  an  education.  "Whatever  may  be  the  cause,  the  best 
efforts  of  all  connected  with  education  are  demanded  to  remedy  this 
evil. 

Owing  to  the  irreconcilable  difference  of  opinions  as  to  where  a 
High  School  should  be  established,  the  present  School  Board  were 
induced  to  ask  the  last  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  to  divert 
the  fund  from  its  original  purpose,  and  empower  them  to  use  it  as 
a  building  and  repairing  fund.  This  power  the  Legislature  gave 
them,  and  in  conformity  therewith  they  have,  since  the  30th  of 
June  last,  built  six  houses,  some  of  them  at  or  near  the  sites  of  the 
old  ones,  others  in  new  districts  formed  by  the  contiguous  portions 
of  old  ones,  at  a  cost  of  only  four  hundred  dollars  for  each,  save 
one,  where  the  cost  was  five  hundred.  Two  have  been  enlarged 
and  refurnished,  and  several  have  had  such  repairs  as  were  necrs- 
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sary  to  make  them  comfortable  and  convenient.  All  this  has  been, 
done  at  a  comparatively  small  cost,  and  we  hope  by  the  continued 
observance  of  the  policy  adopted,  to  be  able  in  a  few  years  to  have 
all  the  Public  School  Houses  modernized  and  furnished  in  the  most 
approved  manner.  All  this,  however,  belongs- to  the  next  Annual 
Report. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  fidelity  of  the 
present  Board  of  School  Commissioners  to  their  duties,  which  have 
been  considerably  augmented  by  diminishing  the  number  to  three. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  schools  of  this  coun- 
ty are  in  an  improving  condition,  and  will,  I  am  sure,  compare  most 
favorably  with  those  of  any  county  in  the  State. 

Our  teachers  are  seeking  to  elevate  their  profession,  as  well  as 
their  personal  qualifications,  and  have  for  the  first  time  formed  a 
permanent  "Teachers'  Association."

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell: 

Dear  Sir  : — The  present  Board  of  School  Commissioners,  elected 
R.  M.  Ringgold,  Esq.,  as  Treasurer,  Examiner  and  Secretary.  Mr. 
Ringgold  was  a  practical  teacher,  of  long  years'  experience  ;  but  his 
failing  health  compelled  him  to  resign  the  position.  And  the  Board 
in  their  Resolution  of  Regret,  upon  accepting  his  resignation,  have 
shown  their  just  appreciation  of  him  for  the  position. 

The  present  Examiner  entered  upon  his  duties,  March  21st.  Until 
this  time,  there  had  been  no  work  done.  An  interregnum  was 
caused,  hoping  and  waiting  for  Mr.  R.  to  improve  in  health.  Con- 
secpiently,  upon  entering  upon  his  duties,  the  present  Examiner 
found  a  vast  amount  of  office  work  accumulated  that  must  be  fixed 
before  taking  the  field  for  active  service  in  schools. 

Although  under  all  these  disadvantages,  the  Board  have  not  been 
able  to  accomplish  as  much  work  as  they  wished,  still  they  have 
been  far  from  idle. 

We  had  one  advantage — our  President  was  familiar  with  the  work 
before  him,  so  that  we  could  work  iu  earnest,  and  with  some  ad- 
vantage of  experience. 

The  present  Board  have  paid  the  teachers  more  regular!}'  than 
was  the  custom.  They  have  endeavored,  at  all  times,  to  cany  out 
the  intention  of  the  School  Law  ;  that  the  money  is  intended  first 
to  pay  off  teachers'  salaries.  They  have,  as  yet,  built  no  school 
houses,  but  already  see  the  need  of  several  to  take  the  place  of  some 
old  frames,  that  have  been  too  long  already  an  eye-sore  to  the 
community. 

They  have  repaired  several  houses,  so  as  to  make  them  neat  and 
comfortable,  and  have  [paid]  for  several  "lots"  occupied  by  school' 
houses  built  by  the  former  Board — the  land  was  thus  used  and  not 
paid  for,  in  direct  violation  of  the  School  Law.  They  have  also- 
fenced  in  several  lots,  where  that  has  been  neglected  ;  and  have 
expended  considerable  money  in  the  fixing  of  pumps  and  the 
deepening  of  wells,  on  account  of  the  protracted  drought  that  we  have 
experienced. 
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They  have  furnished  several  schools  with  patent  desks,  but  as 
:the  bills  have  not  all  come,  we  have  made  no  report  of  this  in  our 
•estimate. 

They  have  established  one  school  in  each  Election  District  for 
colored  children,  and  will  do  more  for  these  people  so  soon  as  our 
taxes  come  a  little  easier  upon  our  people. 

They  have  bargained  for  a  new  house  in  Worton,  to  cost  $G00, 
and  expect  soon  to  give  a  new  house  to  the  people  in  Our  Great 
Forest,  the  place  above  all  others  where  education  is  needed.  They 
have  been  petitioned  for  a  High  School  at  Galena,  a  growing  town, 
and  they  have  also  been  petitioned  to  give  a  'New  School  District 
at  Fairlee — the  present  terminus  of  the  Kent  County  Railroad, 
and  this  offer  is  accompanied  with  the  gift  of  one-half  acre  of  land . 

But  most  of  all  we  feel  the  need  of  experienced  teachers.  We 
have  plenty  and  to  spare  of  applicants,  but  they  are  not  properly 
trained  to  effectually  do  the  work  of  a  live  teacher.  And  this  is  the 
great  trouble.  But  where  is  the  remedy  ?  We  pay  our  teachers  as 
well  as  almost  any  other  county  of  the  State,  and  yet,  for  all  this, 
the  men  who  bear  the  burden  are  not  more  than  half  rewarded  for 
.their  labors.    Teachers  are  the  worst  paid  people  in  the  land.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell: 

Dear  Sir: — The  enclosed  tabular  statements  of  the  Public 
Schools  of  Prince  George's  county,  I  hope  you  will  find  full  and 
satisfactory.  The  financial  report  presents  a  gross  balance  of 
$5,002.82,  which  is  the  actual  amount  remaining  after  a  full  adjust- 
ment of  all  claims  ordered  to  be  paid  by  the  board  during  the  past 
scholastic  year.  This  balance  is  apparently  much  larger  than  that 
of  any  previous  year,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  energetic  Treasu- 
rer of  our  county  paid  over  the  first  instalment  of  the  dividend,  pro 
rata,  of  the  county  levy,  for  school  purposes,  for  the  year  1872,  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  the  financial  year,  nearly  two  months  in  ad- 
vance of  former  payments,  amounting  to  $2,626.89,  this  amount, 
however,  will  be  appropriated  as  heretofore,  to  meet,  in  part,  tha 
expenses  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  present  scholastic  year,  ending 
Nov.  15th,  1872.  The  appropriation  for  colored  schools,  $734.13, 
added  to  the  $2,626.89,  taken  from  the  $5,002.82  gross,  leaves  a  net 
balance  of  $1,641.80  as  the  result  of  the  economical  administration 
by  the  board  of  the  funds  entrusted  to  their  care. 

In  no  item  of  expenditure,  perhaps,  have  greater  vigilance  and 
economy  been  evinced  than  in  their  book  account,  the  whole  amount 
of  which  is  only  $710.42 ,  the  sale  of  books  and  book  fees  returned 
by  teachers,  amount  to  $506.50;  an  allowance  of  $50.00  for  gratui- 
tous distribution  to  indigent  children  leaves  a  balance  of  only 
$153.92,  fully  represented  by  the  stock  on  hand  now  read}'  for  dis- 
tribution. The  schools  have  been  kept  opened  ten  months  in  the 
year,  and  although  several  of  them  have  been  unavoidable  suspend- 
ed, and  others  in  only  partial  operation,  yet  the  whole  number  of  pu_ 
pils  on  roll  has  decreased  by  only  twenty-six,  while  the  average  at- 
tendance has  increased  by  eighty-two,  a  very  encouraging  result, 
which,  I  fear,  cannot  be  maintained  during  the  coming  winter,  owing 
to  the  extremely  uncomfortable  and  unsafe  condition  of  our  school 
houses.  The  financial  inability  of  the  board  to  remedy  this  evil,  or  to 
12 
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answer  the  just  demands  of  those  interested,  has,  after  much  for- 
bearance, come  to  this  issue  with  the  Local  Trustees.  Parents  and 
patrons  of  many  of  our  schools,  shall  we  still  risk  the  health  of  our 
children,  and  continue  to  expose  them  to  cold  and  damp  benches  in 
small  and  open  houses,  or  shall  we  discontinue  our  schools  until  we 
have  plain  and  comfortable  houses]and  furniture  ?  The  system  of 
Free  Public  Education  has  now  become  an  acknowledged  policy 
and  law  of  the  State,  and  there  is  no  reason  if  hy  Prince  George's 
county  should  be  deprived  of  a  large  portion  of  its  benefits  by  a 
mistaken  parsimony  in  furnishing  the  requisite  houses  and  conve- 
niences for  its  successful  advancement. 

Colored  schools  have  not  yet  been  fully  organized;  the  process, 
however,  has  begun,  the  initiatory  steps  have  been  taken  under 
very  favorable  dispositions  of  that  class  ;  their  Local  Trustees  have 
been  appointed,  general  information  and  directions  given  them. — 
They  will  report  at  the  end  of  the  present  quarter.

Dear  Sir: — Though  suffering,  as  you  are  aware,  from  a  severe  in- 
jury to  my  right  arm  and  wrist,  I  am  about  to  make  an  effort  to 
write  a  few  lines  to  accompany  my  Financial  and  Statistical  Report 
for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1872.  It  is  unnecessary,  and 
by  no  means  desirable,  that  I  should  repeat  anything  that  that  re- 
port contains  ;  but  I  will,  in  as  few  words  as  possible,  mention  a 
few  things  that  it  does  not  contain. 

We  report  forty-eight  schools,  but  there  is  a  new  house  in  pro- 
cess of  erection  in  a  new  district,  and  almost  finished,  which  will 
increase  our  number  to  forty-nine,  and  we  are  also  building  another 
new  house  in  an  old  District.  We  have  also  enlarged  two  houses, 
that  were  in  tolerably  good  order,  but  too  small,  and  furnished  them 
with  new  and  modern  furniture,  and  we  have  made  arrangements 
for  enlarging  and  furnishing  two  more.  We  have  also  repaired  sev- 
eral houses  where  we  were  not  ready  to  build. 

If  you  find  any  slight  differences  in  our  reports  of  particular  schools 
as  to  averages,  &c,  and  the  general  summary,  it  is  owning  to  the 
fact  that  in  avoiding  to  report  fractions  we  may  have  lost  or  gained 
slightly  in  the  general  average,  but  the  difference  will  not  be  mate- 
rial. Our  greatest  difficulty  is,  as  usual,  bad  attendance,  the  atten- 
dance not  exceeding  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  number  enrolled. 

Our  financial  condition  is  satisfactory.  At  the  close  of  the  year 
we  owed  no  man  anything,  but  had  a  small  balance  in  our  favor. 

The  law  passed  by  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session,  requiring 
the  establishment  of  at  least  one  school  for  colored  children  in  each 
Election  District  of  the  County,  has  been  observed  by  our  Board 

We  have  five  Election  Districts  in  our  County  and  five  schools 
have  been  already  opened,  and  provision  made  for  the  opening  of 
five  more,  as  soon  as  we  can  procure  teachers,  which  we  are  using 
every  means  within  our  reach  to  do. 

I  cannot  close  this  brief  report  without  certifying  again  to  the 
great  and  deserved  popularity  of  the  teachers,  whom  we  have  been 
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so  fortunate  as  to  secure  from  the  graduates  of  the  State  Normal 
School.  They  have  won  the  good  opinion  of  all  interested  in  the 
schools  under  their  charge.  With  one  exception  they  are  young 
ladies,  and  they  are  fast  removing  the  prejudices  entertained  by 
many  against  women  as  teachers.  Trustees  and  patrons  are  begin- 
ning to  find  that  efficiency  and  success  in  teaching  are  not  confined 
to  one  sex,  but  that  women  are  equal  to  men  in  that  capacity.  I 
liope  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  your  school  will  be  fully 
.-able  to  meet  all  demands  upon  it.

Sir.-l  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  annual  tabular 
and  statistical  report  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  for  St 
Mary  s  county,  with  the  hope  that  it  may  be  found  to  be  in  con- 
formity with  the  requirements  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  _ 
The  present  Board  of  School  Commissioners  was  appointed  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  1870,  by  the  Judges  of 
tne  Circuit  Court  of  this  Judicial  District,  in  Decmber  1871  and 
early  in  the  January  following,  organized  by  the  election  of' Col 
John  P.  Dent,  President,  and  the  subscriber  Secretary,  Treasurer 
and  Examiner.  " 

The  Board  consists  of  President,  John  F.  Dent,  and  Messrs 
Henry  F.  Carroll  and  William  L.  Thomas,  Associate  Commissi 
These  are  gentlemen  of  superior  intelligence,  and  are  devotin* 
themselves  with  zeal  and  energy  to  the  promotion  of  the  „reat 
cause  of  popular  education.  I  have  but  little  information  to  rive 
you  beyond  what  will  be  found  in  the  accompanying  statistics", 
there  has  been  no  material  change  in  the  working  of  the  schools 
during  the  current  year.  Our  schools,  thirty-nine  in  number,  have 
been  kept  open,  as  you  will  perceive,  during  the  entire  scholastic 
year,  and  although  the  number  of  pupils  on  roll  is  not  so  large  thi 
year  as  last,  the  average  attendance  is  greater,  and  the  n  j Z 
studying  the  higher  branches  greatly  increased. 

The  sum  of  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirtv-nine  dollars 
and  thirty-four  cents  ($2,339.34)  has  been  apportioned  to  this  ZZ 
ty  for  the  support  of  colored  schools,  to  be  established  o  de I  Z 
recent  Act  of  Assembly  providing  for  the  establishment  £Z£ 
tenance  of  schools  for  colored  children,  and  we  expect  dull  2 
ensuing  year  to  organize  eight  or  ten  colored  schools  in  the  ~ 
There  arc  several  school  houses  built  by  the  late  Freedmen's  BnZ, 
opon  lots  donated  by  citizens  of  the  county,  the  Trustees  of  w  h 
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have  offered  the  use  of  to  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners, 
thereby  obviating  the  necessity  of  applying  any  of  the  appropria- 
tion to  the  building  of  houses,  and  enabling  the  Board  to  organize 
the  schools  without  further  delay.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  give  you  a 
satisfactory  account  of  the  operations  of  these  schools  in  my  next 
report.  I  have  been  unable  to  visit  the  schools  under  my  super- 
vision so  often  as  I  could  have  desired,  in  consequence  of  continued 
illness  during  the  summer.  I  hope,  however,  during  the  ensuing 
year,  to  visit  them  all  several  times,  and  to  be  able  in  my  next  re- 
port, to  give  you  a  gratifying  account  of  the  result  of  my  labors.

President  State  Board  of  Educdtort : 
Sir:  In  forwarding  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  School  Com- 
missioners, it  is  a  matter  of  unspeakable  gratification  to  know  and 
be  able  to  assure  you,  that  the  cause  of  public  education  in  this 
County  is  rapidly  advancing.  This  is  manifest  from  the  fact  that 
the  entire  wTork  of  education  in  this  community  is  now7  entrusted  to 
the  care  of  this  Board.  Every  private  school,  of  any  magnitude, 
either  has  become  or  is  becoming  a  public  institution.  Washington 
Academy,  wilich  has  so  long  enjoyed  a  high  reputation,  as  an  insti- 
tution of  solid  learning  and  thorough  training,  has,  very  recently, 
with  all  its  revenues,  been  transferred  to  the  Board,  and  will  very 
-soon  be  opened  as  a  High  School.  In  addition  to  this  there  is  in 
another  part  of  the  County  a  large  and  commodious  building  in 
process  of  erection  by  private  subscription,  which  is  to  be  placed 
under  the  care  of  this  Board,  and  carried  on  as  a  High  School.  Still 
further  in  confirmation  of  this  declaration,  are  the  increased  enter- 
prise and  liberality  in  building  and  furnishing  houses  and  the  press- 
ing demand  that  is  made  from  every  quarter  for  greater  facilities  to 
carry  on  the  work  of  thorough  instruction.  In  this  County  there 
is  but  one  question  now  before  the  public  mind,  and  that  is,  how 
can  this  system  be  made  to  most  successfully  accomplish  its  impor- 
tant and  noble  ends  ?  Divorced,  as  it  has  been  from  all  partizan 
politics  and  sectarian  religion,  it  takes  stronghold  upon  the  univer- 
sal co-operation.  The  last  year  has  been  one  of  successful  opera- 
tion of  this  system  in  this  County.  With  very  few  exceptions,  the 
schools  have  been  successfully  carried  on  through  the  entire  schol- 
astic year,  and  the  teachers  have  generally  performed  their  arduous 
work  with  most  commendable  fidelity.  Daring  the  }rear  several 
new  houses  have  been  erected,  and  quite  a  number  of  others  have 
been  repaired  and  made  much  better  adapted  to  the  purposes  for  which 
they  are  used.    Also  something  considerable  has  been  done  in  the- 
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work  of  improving  the  schools — a  more  faithful  classification  of  the- 
scholars— in  adopting  better  methods  of  instruction  and  in  elevating 
the  character  and  qualifications  of  the  teachers.  In  some  instances 
incompetent  and  unworthy  teachers  have  been  removed,  and  those 
of  a  higher  grade  substituted  in  their  place.  The  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  Board  is  most  prosperous.  Not  only  is  it  now  free  from 
debt  and  able  to  promptly  meet  all  its  engagements,  but  the  balance 
which,  from  the  judicious  management  of  the  former  Board,  was  in 
the  treasury  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  has,  under  the  dis- 
creet administration  of  the  present  Board,  increased  ;  so  its  pros- 
pective usefulness  is  greatly  enhanced.  I  should  not  fail  to  observe 
in  reference  to  this  balance,  that  every  dollar  of  it  will  be  needed  to 
meet  contracts  already  entered  into  and  to  accomplish  the  contem- 
plated operations  of  the  Board,  in  supporting  schools  of  a  higher 
grade,  in  building  better  houses  and  furnishing  those  already  built- 
School  books  are  furnished  to  all  the  scholars  of  the  County  at  very 
reduced  prices  by  the  Board,  and  in  every  instance  when  the  par- 
ents are  too  poor  to  purchase,  the  books  are  given  to  the  children. 
The  Colored  Schools  of  this  County,  of  which  there  is  a  considera- 
ble number  now  in  successful  operation,  are  under  the  direct  control 
and  management  of  this  Board.  The  interest  among  this  class  of 
our  population  is  rapidly  increasing,  and  the  facilities  for  their  faith, 
ful  instruction  are  multiplied  as  fast  as  the  funds  appropriated  to 
them  will  allow.  The  Board  are  promptly  using  all  the  means  in 
their  power  to  accomplish  the  object  contemplated  by  the  Legisla- 
ture in  its  appropriation  in  their  behalf.  Many  of  their  teachers 
are  earnest,  competent  and  faithful  instructors,  and  are  effecting  a 
great  revolution  in  the  character  and  qualifications  of  this  class  of 
our  citizens.  In  conclusion,  I  should  be  derelict  in  my  duty  did  I 
not  bear  testimony  that  the  present  Board,  at  much  personal  sacri- 
fice, are  unwearied  in  their  exertions,  to  make  this  system  more- 
worthy  of  the  patronage  of  an  enlightened  community  and  moro^ 
fruitful  in  its  beneficent  and  noble  results.

President  State  Board  of  Education  : 
Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  to  the  State  Board 
>of  Eclncation,  the  statistical  report  of  the  Board  of  County  School 
-Commissioners  of  Talbot  county  for  the  scholastic  year  ending 
July  15th,  1872,  and  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30th,  1872. 

My  views  and  observations  with  reference  to  the  administration 
•of  the  system,  and  the  condition  of  the  Public  Schools  in  our  coun- 
ty, were  set  forth  in  my  Quarterly  Report  to  the  Board  of  County 
School  Commissioners,  March  6th,  1872,  as  follows: 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board: 

Sirs — In  compliance  with  your  wishes  as  expressed  at  the  laat 
regular  or  quarter!}7-  meeting  of  the  Board,  I  now  present  a  fuller 
account  of  the  result  of  my  observations  as  an  officer  of  your  Hon- 
orable Body,  and  the  condition  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  county, 
in  this  -my  Second  Quarterly  Report  for  the  present  scholastic  year. 

Fully  impressed  with  the  responsibility  of  the  trust  I  have  un- 
dertaken to  discharge,  and  jealous  for  the  honor  of  your  adminis- 
tration, I  have  endeavored  to  keep  the  whole  field  always  before 
me,  and  I  have  labored  to  carry  out  the  policy  of  the  Board.  It  is 
the  wish  and  aim  of  the  Commissioners  to  equalize  the  expendi- 
tures from  year  to  year,  and  to  so  regulate  the  financial  part  of  the 
school  work  that  there  shall  be  no  increase  of  expenses  but  such  as 
are  the  natural  consequence  of  the  development  of  the  system  and 
its  extension  to  meet  the  gradual  growth  and  needs  of  the  county. 
The  people  are  willing  to  sustain  our  Public  Schools  liberally  but 
not  extravagantly.  Fortunately  our  Public  Schools  are  beyond 
opposition.  They  have  everywhere  supplanted  that  parochial  sys- 
tem, introduced  here  from  England  and  France,  and  which  had  no 
such  expansive  capabilities  as  were  required  in  this  country.  But 
while  we  have  no  longer  to  combat  that  bigotry  which  hopes  to 
thrive  in  the  general  ignorance,  or  that  selfish  pride  which  looks 
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with  coldness  upon  all  attempts  to  raise  the  masses  by  the  agency 
of  common  schools,  still  it  has  been  the  earnest  care  of  the  Board  to 
preserve  our  Public  Schools  in  the  confidence  and  affections  of  those 
who  place  a  proper  estimate  upon  them,  and  who  cheerfully  pay 
the  tax  needed  for  their  support,  from  a  conviction  that  they  yield 
ample  returns,  in  political  and  social  benefits,  for  all  the  care  and 
expense  bestowed  upon  the  system.  For  the  purpose  of  an  equal 
and  economical  administration,  it  is  not  only  necessary  to  be  vigi- 
lant, but  minute  and  careful  as  well,  in  informing  yourselves  of  the 
details,  both  of  your  expenses  and  the  management  of  the  schools 
by  your  subordinate  agents.  Unless  you  have  the  assistance  and 
co-operation  of  both  myself  and  the  teachers  in  the  prosecution  of 
your  plans,  the  schools  cannot  be  made  efficient  and  thorough,  and 
no  definite  limits  can  be  prescribed  to  your  expenditures. 

Examiner. 

No  public  officer  has  a  more  severe  draft  made  on  him  for  con- 
tinued thoughtfulness,  mature  intelligence,  and  constant  attention 
to  his  duties.  The  schools,  and  the  high  interest  confided  to  my 
supervision,  are  always  upon  my  mind ;  and  notwithstanding  the 
fact  of  my  duties  being  so  numerous  and  varied,  I  have  directed  as 
much  activity  and  energy  as  I  could  towards  producing  results  of 
practical  importance  that  would  be  effective  upon  our  system  of 
public  instruction.  But  you,  gentlemen,  are  the  best  judges  of  the 
faithfulness  of  my  endeavors  to  serve  you. 

Teachers. 

Article  7,  of  the  "Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Public  Schools 
of  Talbot  county,'1  framed  and  adopted  more  than  a  year  ago  by 
your  Board,  enumerates  some  specific  duties  required  of  teachers. 
Upon  careful  inquiry,  I  am  convinced  that  a  majority  of  the  teach- 
ers pay  no  attention  whatever  to  many  of  these  rules.  Section  2 
directs  that  "all  the  school  rooms  shall  be  opened,  and  the  teachers 
be  present,  both  morning  and  afternoon,  twenty  minutes  before  the 
time  fixed  for  the  session  to  begin,  during  the  Fall,  Winter  and 
Spring  Terms,  and  ten  minutes  before  the  time  for  the  session  to 
begin  during  the  Summer  Term."  The  object  of  this  regulation  is 
obvious.  It  means  that  the  teacher  is  to  see  that  the  school  room 
is  either  properly  heated  or  ventilated,  as  the  season  may  require, 
and  every  preparation  made  for  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  the 
pupils,  without  encroaching  upon  the  time  which  should  properly 
be  devoted  to  the  studies  and  exercises  of  the  school.  The  instan- 
14 
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ces  are  not  of  rare  occurrence  in  which  teachers  are  "present  twen- 
ty minutes  after  the  time  fixed  for  the  session  to  begin,"  and  some 
are  in  the  habit  of  cutting  off  at  both  ends  of  the  sessions.  Section 
.3  directs  that  teachers  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  "books  and  sta- 
tionery, and  their  kind  and  value,  delivered  to  each  pupil ;  and  in 
case  of  loss  or  wanton  destruction  of  books  and  stationery  by  any 
pupil,  such  pupil  shall  be  required  to  replace  the  same."  There 
may  be  other  instances,  but  I  know,  certainly,  of  only  one  school  in 
the  county  where  this  rule  is  strictly  observed  and  rigidly  enforced; 
and  the  experience  in  this  school  is  ample  to  convince  me  that  the 
cases  of  "loss,  or  wanton  destruction  of  books  and  stationery,"  are 
quite  frequent  and  numerous,  and  that  new  books  must,  necessarily, 
often  be  supplied  by  teachers  without  such  charge  as  is  required  by 
this  section  of  your  regulations.  Section  5  directs  teachers  to  "notify 
parents  promptly  of  the  absence  of  children,  and  inquire  into  the 
causes  thereof."  Much  good  would  result  from  more  strict  atten- 
tion to  this  section  on  the  part  of  teachers.  A  better  understand- 
ing would  often,  in  this  way,  be  established  between  teachers  and 
parents  ;  and  this  medium  of  sympathy  and  co-operation,  once  con- 
firmed, would  be  a  potential  agent  in  increasing  the  average  atten- 
dance of  pupils.  Section  6  directs  teachers  '-to  give  vigilant  atten- 
tion to  the  ventilation  and  temperature  of  their  school  rooms."  This 
is  a  very  important  regulation,  aud  its  observance  cannot  be  too 
strongly  insisted  upon,  unless  we  desire  our  school  rooms  still  to  be 
hot-beds  of  disease,  or  places  where  (he  seeds  of  consumption  are 
sown.  Ignorance  of  hygienic  and  physical  laws  is  no  longer  excu- 
sable on  the  part  of  those  who  undertake  to  have  the  care  of  our 
children  in  the  public  schools.  Section  8  holds  teachers  respnsible 
for  "any  want  of  neatness  or  cleanliness  on  their  school  premises, 
and  directs  them  to  prescribe  such  rules  for  the  school  room,  furni- 
ture, yards  and  out-building  as  shall  insure  their  being  kept  in  a 
neat  and  proper  condition."  I  cannot  speak  advisedly  as  to  the  rules 
prescribed  by  some  teachers,  under  this  section;  but  I  do  know  that 
instances  frequently  come  under  my  observation  where  the  want  of 
"neatness  and  cleanliness"  in  and  around  the  school  room  is  simply 
disgraceful.  There  are  surroundings  and  habits  of  the  school  room 
that  have  much  to  do  with  the  formation  of  character ;  and  when 
viewed  from  this  stand-point  the  subject  becomes  one  of  great  and 
serious  importance. 
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Text-Books. 

The  matter  of  text-books  still  continues  to  be  a  source  of  great 
trouble  and  expense.  There  is  a  tendency  to  use  too  many  book? 
in  each  branch  of  study,  and  both  teachers  and  pupils  have  a  desire 
to  use  higher  books  than  are  really  needed,  and  this  tendency  and 
desire  seem  to  be  seconded  by  the  parents  of  the  children.  We 
who  have  an  opportunity  of  viewing  the  schools  from  the  inside, 
and  understand  their  internal  operations,  know  that  the  want  of 
judgment  in  the  use  of  text-books  is  the  source  of  many  of  the  evils 
in  the  school  room,  and  is  a  decided  impediment  to  progress.  There- 
is  no  doubt  that  a  revolution  in  education  has  taken  place.  Pro- 
gress has  been  made,  or  attempted,  in  this  as  well  as  in  every  other 
social  interest.  Changes  have  occurred,  not  only  in  systems  and 
methods,  but  also  in  text-books.  Under  the  old  order  of  things  we 
found  in  the  books  no  sufficient  means,  in  the  way  of  elementary 
discipline,  of  awakening  the  intellect  of  the  pupil  to  an  apprehen- 
sion of  the  many  rules  and  practical  dictations  addressed  to  him,  so 
that,  in  point  of  fact,  the  mastery  of  such  books  was  reserved  to  an 
age  at  which  under  a  rational  system  of  instruction,  a  tolerable 
knowledge  of  the  different  branches  of  study  might  have  been  ac- 
complished. But  we  have  now  run  into  the  other  extreme,  and  oar 
school  books  have  been  simplified  and  simplified  until  they  have  foe- 
come  absolutely  silly.  The  -  book-makers,  however,  are  having 
everything  their  own  way,  and  will  continue  so  to  have  so  long  as 
our  teachers  are  possessed  with  a  mania  for  many  books.  We  are 
in  danger  of  relapsing  into  the  old-rate  system  so  long  as  we  bring- 
forward  text-books  as  a  nostrum  for  every  evil -in  the  school  room. 
If  complaints  are  made  of  the  monotony  and  dead  level  of  the  school 
room  and  their  effects  upon  the  pupils,  teachers  are  apt  to  try  more 
books  and  higher  books.  If  pupils  grow  listless  and  everything 
connected  with  the  school  becomes  dry  and  dull  in  their  estimation, 
or  if  the  hopes  of  fond  parents  be  disappointed,  the  usual  prescrip- 
tion is  more  books.  What  we  need  in  our  schools,  is  not  more  boots, 
but  more  blackboards,  slates  and  paper.  Our  pupils  need  more  prac- 
tice and  less  memorizing  of  mere  words  in  the  mechanical  manner 
admitted  in  the  system.  It  is  impossible  that  we  can  be  satistted 
with  our  progress,  while  we  are  certain  that  the  best  appliances 
that  can  be  used  are  not  employed  in  our  schools.  Teachers  should 
be  able  to  give  constant  practice  and  useful  employment  to  their 
pupils.  This  rational  system  of  education  requires  more  vigilance, 
more  activity,  more  industry.    But  the  labor,  though  increased, 
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will  be  less  fatiguing  to  both  teacher  and  pupils ;  for  there  will  be 
a  life  and  charm  in  the  duties  of  the  school  which  will  be  attractive 
'•to  the  children  and  agreeable  to  the  instructor. 

Incidental  Expenses. 

'There  is  no  reason  why  the  amount  expended  for  incidentals, 
such  as  fuel,  stoves,  brooms,  buckets,  &c,  should  vary  so  much  from 
vear  to  year.  This  matter  can  be  so  systematized,  I  think,  as  to 
insure  its  falling  within  your  estimates  at  all  times.  There  is  no 
difficulty  in  calculating  the  cost  of  stoves,  for  the  forty-four  schools 
in  the  county,  we  have  to  provide  forty-seven  stoves,  and  from  12 
to  15  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  this  number  will  be  found  sufficient  to 
pay  for  all  repairs  and  keep  up  a  supply  of  new  stoves  But  the 
important  and  expensive  item  is  fuel.  My  experience  as  a  teacher 
has  taught  me  that  from  two  to  two  and  a-half  cords  of  good  sea- 
soned oak  or  hickory  wood  are  enough  to  keep  a  school  room  of 
•ordinary  size,  comfortable  for  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
school  days  when  fire  will  be  needed  ;  and  yet  the  Board  often  pays 
for  four  or  five  cords  furnished  a  single  school.  Where  coal  is  used, 
I  would  say  that  an  average  of  twenty-five  to  fifty  pounds  a  day, 
according  to  the  size,  condition  and  situation  of  the  house,  would  be 
an  ample  supply.  Wherever  the  Board  is  called  upon  to  pay  ex- 
traordinary bills  for  fuel,  one  or  all  of  three  things  must  happen. 
The  fuel  is  pillaged,  the  measure  is  short,  or  the  teacher  exercises 
no  judgment  in  regulating  fires.  I  would  propose,  then,  that  the 
Board  shall  build  wood-bins  or  coal-bins  wherever  it  is  deemed 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  fuel ;  and  after  taking  into  considera- 
tion the  size,  condition  and  situation  of  the  different  school  houses 
allow  a  liberal  supply  of  wood  or  coal  to  each,  with  the  understand^ 
ing  that  all  excess  6*f  such  allowances  will  be  considered  as  the  con_ 
sequence  of  extravagance  or  neglect,  and  will  not  be  paid  for  out  of 
the  public  funds.  There  is  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  many  per- 
sons to  exact  more  from  the  public  than  from  an  individual  for  an 
article  furnished,  under  the  specious  plea  that  they  have  to  wait  for 
the  money.  Bills  have  always  been  promptly  paid  after  quarter- 
day  ;  but  in  order  to  meet  such  cases  I  would  recommend  that 
hereafter  all  accounts  for  fuel  be  paid  on  the  first  of  December,  Jan- 
uary, February  and  March. 
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Conclusion. 

It  is  my  puiposc  to  discuss  the  subjects  of  building  new  school 
houses,  our  sources  of  income,  and  the  introduction  of  some  modifi- 
cation of  the  monitorial  system  into  our  schools,  in  some  subsequent 
report.  There  is  one  matter,  however,  which  should  engage  the 
attention  of  the  Board  at  once:  The  time  of  holding  the  next 
"Teachers'  Institute"  and  the  plan  upon  which  it  shall  be  organ- 
ized. In  my  last  Annual  Report  to  the  Board  of  State  School  Com- 
missioners, I  alluded  to  this  subject,  and  expressed  a  desire  to  have 
our  next  institute  organized  as  a  temporary  school  for  teachers. 
"Teachers'  Institutes"  and  "Teachers'  Associations,"  in  view  of  the 
efforts  which  are  in  progress  everywhere  to  elevate  the  standard 
of  school  instruction,  have  become  necessities  that  no  teacher,  who 
desires  to  sustain  himself  or  herself,  can  escape.  These  associations 
are  the  agencies  b}~  means  of  which  instruction  in  the  different  de- 
partments of  the  school  sciences  is  imparted.  Without  these  agen- 
cies many  teachers  would  not  be  informed  at  all  of  the  progress  of 
the  age  in  regard  to  their  profession,  and  would  continue  to  per- 
form their  duties  in  isolation  and  ignorance,  without  ever  suspect, 
ing  that  they  were  nothing  but  indifferent  teachers  of  indifferent 
schools.  The  fact  cannot  longer  be  concealed  that  the  great  de- 
mand of  the  times  is  for  trained  teachers  whose  natural  aptitudes 
have  been  thoroughly  tested  either  in  Normal  Schools  or  Normal 
Institutes.  Our  "Institutes"  and  ' 'Associations"  will  never  be  suc- 
cesses until  teachers  come  to  understand  the  situation,  and  all  of 
them  are  imbued  with  a  sincere  desire  for  mutual  improvement,  and 
come  together  for  the  purpose  of  casting  their  knowledge  and  ex- 
perience into  a  common  stock.  Professional  association  is  generally 
most  highly  appreciated  by  our  best  teachers,  and  is  disregarded 
only  by  those  who  have  such  a  conceit  of  their  own  merits  and 
capabilities  as  to  think  that  they  cannot  be  improved  by  any  such 
means  and  opportunities  for  mutual  counsel  and  interchange  of  ex- 
periences. If  we  can  make  our  associations  and  institutes  effi- 
cient and  successful,  and  can  enlist  the  interest  of  our  newspapers 
in  behalf  of  the  work  of  education,  such  helps  to  progress  will  be 
gained  as  will  permit  a  more  rigid  management  of  the  system  and 
give  a  higher  degree  of  satisfaction  to  the  people.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell  : 

Dear  Sir: — In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  condition 
of  the  Public  Schools  of  Washington  County,  for  the  school  vear 
ending  September  30th,  1872,  I  have  little  to  add  to  the  statis- 
tics herewith  presented. 

Although  I  feel  that  the  very  best  possible  results  have  not  been 
attained,  vet  enough  has  been  done  to  show  conclusively  that  the 
school  system  itself  is  not  inherently  weak  and  inefficient,  but  that 
if  there  has  been  partial  failure  to  accomplish  all  that  the  sanguine 
friends  of  public  education  would  wish,  the  causes  of  that  failure 
must  be  sought  for  in  a  condition  of  things  that  are  entirely  ex- 
traneous to,  and  independent  of  the  system  itself,  and  for  which  the 
system  cannot,  in  any  degree/  be  properly  held  responsible. 

I  shall  not  now  euumerate  any  reasons  which  might  be  assigned 
for  that  condition  of  things,  which  militates  against  the  perfect  suc- 
cess of  the  school  system,  nor  shall  I  attempt  to  suggest  remedies 
until  I  shall  have  ascertained  from  actual  experience  that  the  reme- 
dies are  efficient. 

It  will  b2  seen  from  an  examination  of  the  accompanying  statis- 
tics, that  there  lias  been  a  falling  off  of  the  attendance  for  the  past 
year,  although  there  was  an  increased  number  of  schools. 

This  falling  off  I  attribute  to  the  very  general  prevalence,  in  our 
county,  during  the  past  winter,  of  diseases  incident  to  childhood  and 
youth.  In  some  instances  almost  entire  communities  were  stricken 
down  and  school  houses  closed  I  expect  to  report  an  increased 
attendance  for  the  present  year. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  completed  five  new  school  houses, 
two  of  which  were  referred  to  in  my  last  report  as  likely  to  be  com- 
pleted about  the  1st  of  last  January.  The  other  three  have  been 
completed  since  the  1st  of  October  of  the  current  year.  Besides 
these,  the  citizens  of  School  District  No.  G  of  Election  District  Xo. 
2,  and  School  District  Xo.  5  of  Election  District  Xo.  18,  have  built 
new  and  substantial  houses  in  each  district,  which  they  propose  to 
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sell  to  the  School  Board  at  cost.  During  the  past  year  there  have 
been  three  new  School  Districts  established  and  supplied  with 
houses. 

I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  that  we  shall  he  in  a  better 
condition  financially  during  the  current  school  year,  than  we  have 
been  for  the  past  four  years.  We  expect  to  pay  teachers  promptly 
and  in  full  at  the  expiration  of  each  term,  and  to  discharge  our  whole 
indebtedness  in  July  next. 

The  County  Commissioners  have  made  the  very  liberal  levy  of 
twenty  mills  on  the  dollar,  which,  on  an  assessable  taxes  of  $21,- 
(300,000.00,  will  yield  about  $43,000.00.  Colored  schools  have  been 
established  wherever  a  sufficient  number  of  pupils  could  be  found  to 
justify  it ;  but  I  regret  to  say,  that  in  most  instances,  grossly  in- 
competent teachers  have  been  placed  in  charge  of  them,  and  neces- 
sary results  follow.    We  expect  in  time  to  apply  the  corrective. 

Our  schools  are  at  present  all  in  operation  with  one  exception, 
and  we  anticipate  for  the  present  year  increased  success  and  pros- 
perity.

Sir : — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  to  the  State  Board 
of  Education,  the  Report  of  the  County  School  Board  for  the  scho- 
lastic year,  ending  July  30,  1872,  and  the  fiscal  year,  ending  Sep- 
tember 30,  18 12. 

It  is  complete  with  the  exception  of  the  columns  :'Cost  of  Books'' 
and  "Receipts  from  Books,"  which  I  was  unable  to  fill  with  any 
degree  of  accuracy,  owing  to  the  manner  in  which  books  are  let  out 
from  this  office.  All  books  are  sold,  with  the  exception  of  those 
furnished  indigent  children  on  the  orders  of  district  trustees,  and 
teachers  in  Salisbury  and  near  do  not  order  books  and  supply  their 
own  schools,  but  send  their  pupils,  or  the  parents  of  the  pupils,  to 
purchase  hooks  as  they  are  needed  ;  and,  in  remote  parts  of  the 
county,  books  are  obtained  from  the  stores  most  convenient.  When 
books  are  thus  sold,  it  is  not  always  an  easy  matter  to  determine  in 
what  schools  the}'  are  to  be  used,  and,  if  it  could,  the  keeping  of  a 
record  to  show  it  would  consume  much  valuable  time.  Until  the 
Board  makes  some  other  arrangement  for  letting  out  books,  this 
part  of  the  annual  reports  cannot  be  made  complete. 

When  the  present  Board  came  into  this  office  in  January  last,  the 
salaries  of  teachers  for  the  Summer  Term  and  a  part  of  the  Spring 
Term  of  the  preceding  year  had  no*  been  paid  ;  and,  although  the 
schools  had  been  suspended  during  the  Fall  Term  of  the  current 
year,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  suspend  them  during  the  Summer 
Term  also,  in  order  to  relieve  the  Board  of  financial  embarrass- 
ment and  be  able  to  start  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  year  free 
from  debt,  hence,  the  schools  were  in  operation  only  two  terms. 
This  outstanding  liability  to  teachers  will  explain  the  division  of 
the  item  of  "teachers'  salaries"  in  the  financial  report,  ''arrears  of 
salaries"  expressing  the  extent  of  that  liability.  For  the  same  rea- 
son the  Board  refused  to  give  out  any  new  contracts  for  building 
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school  houses  until  after  the  levy  had  been  made,  which  enabled 
them  to  approximate  their  available  funds  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 
Tho  result  was,  tho  end  of  the  year  found  the  Board  out  of  debt, 
with  the  exception  of  per  diem  of  its  members  and  a  part  of  the 
Examiner's  salary. 

A  levy  of  $8,000  was  asked  of  the  County  Commissioners  in  June 
for  school  purposes,  the  Board  deeming  that  amount  necessary  in 
addition  to  the  sums  received  from  the  State  to  enable  them  to  run 
the  schools  all  the  year,  to  start  the  contemplated  High  School  and 
to  build  such  houses  as  were  pressingly  need.  The  response  was  a 
levy  of  $G.000,  $2,000  less  than  the  amount  asked  for,  but  exceeding 
by  that  amount  any  preceding  levy.  Contracts  were  immediately 
given  out  for  building  four  new  houses  in  localities  where  the  build- 
ings were  either  rented  or  so  dilapidated  as  to  be  unfit  for  use,  one  in 
Salisbury  where  there  is  only  one  small  public  school  building,  and 
one  in  Quantico,  the  second  town  in  size  in  the  county,  but  having 
no  school  building  at  all.  This  number,  however,  did  not  supply 
the  need,  and  the  Board,  fearing  to  encroach  further  upon  the  re- 
sources of  one  year,  awarded  two  additional  contracts,  the  houses 
to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  levy  of  18T3. 

As  an  instance  of  the  growing  comfidence  of  the  people  in  the 
success  of  the  public  schools,  is  to  be  noted  the  fact  that  the  Trus- 
tees of  Salisbury  Academy — an  institution  that  has  done  service  as 
a  preparatory  school  for  College  for  boys  in  this  county  for  many 
3^ears — in  a  very  commendable  spirit,  secured,  during  the  last  Ses- 
sion of  the  General  Assembly,  such  legislation  as  would  enable 
them  to  turn  the  academ}r  property  over  to  the  School  Board  to  be 
used  in  starting  a  County  High  School,  and  in  September  surren- 
dered the  same  for  that  purpose,  recommending  three  of  their  own 
number  for  trustees,  all  of  whom  were  promptly  appointed.  At  the- 
opening  of  the  schools  it  was  announced  that  a  High  School  would 
be  opened,  and  parents  were  requested  to  send  their  children  for 
examination.  The  examination  was  conducted  by  the  Principal, 
assisted  by  myself,  was  thorough  and  continued  for  a  whole  week, 
and  enough  pupils  were  found  up  to  the  required  standard  to  make 
a  respectable  start. 

The  colored  people  of  the  county  are  manifesting  a  lively  interest 
in  their  schools,  and  constantly  importuning  the  Board  for  the  ex- 
tension of  facilities  for  the  education  of  their  children.  The  statis- 
tics of  their  schools  are  tolerably  complete,  and  the  number  of  them 
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lias  been  increased  the  present  year.  The  great  trouble  with  these 
schools  is  the  difficulty  of  securing  competent  teachers  for  them. 

No  institute  was  held  last  summer  owing  to  the  impossibility  of 
getting  the  teachers  together  after  they  had  been  dismissed  at -the 
end  of  the  Spring  Term  and  were  engaged  in  other  employments. 
The  benefits  of  a  Normal  Institute  of  protracted  length  are  much 
needed  as  many  of  the  teachers  arc  inexperienced,  and  some  of  them 
have  not  learned  the  difference  between  teaching  and  keeping 
school.  A  serious  obstacle  in  this  direction  grows  out  of  the  scar- 
city of  funds  and  the  consequent  lowness  of  salaries,  men  of  ordi- 
nary attainments  being  able  to  earn  better  wages  in  other  depart- 
ments of  industry  than  they  can  obtain  for  teaching.  Many  of  our 
best  male  teachers  have  left  us,  and  others  are  only  waiting  for 
something  more  remunerative  "to  turn  up thus,  while  the  num- 
ber of  females  is  increasing,  the  number  of  males  is  decreasing  in  a 
corresponding  ratio.  But  my  page  is  full  and  no  absolute  necessity 
drives  me  further.

President  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  : 

Dear  Sir : — I  herewith  submit,  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  law,  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Public  Schools  and 
the  Board  of  County  School  Commissioners  of  Worcester  County, 
for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1872. 

The  schools  were  kept  open  the  full  scholastic  year  of  ten  months — 
August  and  September  being  vacation.  It  will  be  observed,  that 
the  figures  in  the  Statistical  Report  compare,  as  a  general  thing, 
favorably  with  those  of  the  preceding  year — the  number  of  differ- 
ent pupils  being  considerably  larger,  though,  it  is  to  be  regretted, 
the  average  attendance  falls  slightly  below. 

Two  new  school  houses,  both  of  them  neat  edifices,  have  been 
built  during  the  year.  For  the  coming  year,  arrangements  have 
been  made  to  erect  three  more.  Our  "Building  Fund"  was  origi- 
nally $20,000,  and  was  taken  from  our  County  Free  School  Fund 
and  set  apart  for  building  and  repairing  school  houses  by  the  Act 
■■ofl8G7.  During  the  coming  year  this  Building  Fund  will  be  en- 
tirely exhausted,  so  that  in  the  future  our  only  recourse  will  be  to 
4he  Current  Fund  for  building  purposes.  Xo  draft  yet  having  been 
.made,  however,  upon  the  Current  Fund  for  that  purpose,  the 
amount  expended  for  building  school  houses  does  not  appear  in  the 
financial  statement,  since  a  separate  account  is  kept  of  this  "Build- 
ing Fund." 

This  Board  under  the  very  generous  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
1872,  has,  after  the  required  examination  and  recommendation,  ap- 
pointed two  pupils  from  this  county  to  the  free  scholarships  in  St. 
John's  College,  and  both  are  now  members  of  the  Freshman  Class 
in  the  said  institution.  One  young  lady,  after  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  law,  has  been  also  appointed  from  this  county  to 
vtbe  State  Normal  School. 

It  was  found  impossible  to  organize  the  Colored  Schools  under 
rihe  care  of  our  Board  in  the  short  time  left  of  the  school  year  after 
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the  passage  of  what  is  known  as  the  "$50,000  Colored  School  Fund 
Law,"  by  the  last  General  Assembly  For  this  reason,  no  disburse- 
ment for  Colored  Schools  appears  in  the  statement  of  finances.  The 
quarterly  apportionment  of  this  fund  was,  therefore,  not  drawn 
from  the  State  Treasury,  but  still  remains  subject  to  the  drafts,  that 
we  expect  will  be  necessary  in  maintaining  these  schools  the  com- 
ing year,  when  it  is  hoped  these  schools  in  several,  if  not  all  of  the 
election  districts,  will  be  successfully  organized  and  operated.  A 
great  difficulty  apprehended,  and  already  experienced  to  some  ex- 
tent in  doing  this,  is  the  want  of  competent  Colored  Teachers. 
Another  difficulty  is  the  want  of  school  houses  in  many  of  the  dis- 
tricts. If,  however,  schools  can  be  organized  in  the  principal 
towns  and  villages  of  the  county,  in  each  of  which  there  is  a- colored 
church  or  school  house,  a  great  advance  will  have  been  made. 

Our  Board  has  been  an  unwilling  party  to  two  suits  during  the 
year,  in  both  of  them  a  defendant,  and  in  both  successful,  though 
as  the  disbursement  for  attorney's  fees  and  costs  will  show,  not 
without  expense,  as  both  of  these  suits  possess  a  general  interest. 
I  will  briefly  give  their  history  and  the  cause  of  action  :  The  first 
was  a  bill  in  Equity  filed  by  the  School  Commissioners  of  our  neigh- 
boring county  of  Wicomico  to  have  our  "County  Free  School  Fund" 
(to  which  reference  has  heretofore  been  made,  and  which  before  the 
"Building  Fund"  of  $20,000  was  constituted,  was  over  SG0,000,) 
divided,  and  an  equitable  proportion  given  to  said  county.  "Wicom- 
ico, it  will  be  remembered,  was  by  authority  of  the  Constitution  oi 
186T,  erected  out  of  parts  of  Worcester  and  Somerset  counties.  This 
claim  was  resisted  upon  the  ground  that  by  the  very  provisions 
authorizing  the  formation  of  the  county,  it  was  made  a  condition 
that  none  of  the  public  property  of  either  of  the  old  counties  should 
accrue  to  the  proposed  new  county.  The  Court  sustained  this  view, 
and  dismissed  the  bill,  whereupon  an  appeal  was  taken.  The  Court 
of  Appeals  have  recently  affirmed  the  decree  of  the  Court  below 
The  case  may  be  found  fully  reported  in  XXXV.  Vol.  of  the  M3. 
Reports,  pages  201,  20T. 

In  the  other  case,  a  citizen  of  Somerset  County  feeling  himself 
aggrieved  at  the  action  of  this  Board,  in  directing  the  Principal  of 
the  Newtown  High  School  not  to  receive  pupils  residing  outside  of 
the  county  without  charging  a  tuition  fee,  brought  the  matter  before 
the  Circuit  Court  for  Worcester  County,  in  the  shape  of  a  petition 
for  a  mandamus,  to  compel  said  Principal  to  receive  his  children, 
being  in  Somerset  County,  into  the  High  School,  being  near  the 
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dividing  line,  upon  the  same  footing  as  those  resident  in  the  county. 
This  attempt  to  open  the  doors  of  our  High  Schools  to  the  adjoin- 
ing counties  was  opposed  upon  the  legal  ground  that  the  section  of 
the  School  Law  providing  that  "schools  on  or  near  the  dividing  line 
of  two  counties  shall  be  free  to  the  children  of  each  county,"  did  not 
apply  to  High  Schools.  The  case  was  argued  before  a  full  Bench, 
and  the  Court  have  given  an  undivided  opinion,  adopting  this  con- 
struction of  the  law,  and  dismissing  the  petition.  Our  Board  was 
the  more  disposed  to  resist  any  invasion  of  the  rights  of  our  own 
citizens  of  the  county,  because,  notwithstanding  our  position  that 
this  county  could  not  be  compelled  to  undergo  the  extra  expense  of 
organizing  and  maintaining  these  Public  Schools  of  the  highest 
grade,  so  that  citizens  of  adjoining  counties  could  enjoy  their  bene- 
fits without  any  cost  whatever,  they,  nevertheless,  in  inviting  the 
Somerset  Board  to  co-operate  in  giving  effect  to  the  above  quoted 
section",  were  willing  to  include  the  High  Schools  in  the  arrange- 
ment, but  after  a  number  of  efforts  in  that  direction,  an  agreement 
could  only  be  had  with  the  latter  Board,  and  their  committee  sent 
for  the  purpose  was  authorized  to  treat,  only  ''upon  condition  that 
the  higher  departments  of  the  High  School  at  Newtown  should  be 
excluded  from  any  agreement,  and  that  said  agreement  be  confined 
to  primary  or  common  school  education."  Now  that  this  section 
has  received  a  judicial  construction,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  ar- 
rangement satisfactory  to  both  counties  will  be  agreed  upon  for  the 
education  of  Somerset  children,  residing  near  the  dividing  line,  in 
higher  departments  of  the  High  School  at  Newtown.  . 

Our  finances  are  in  a  healthy  condition.  We  have  been  able 
during  the  year  to  punctually  meet  the  demands  upon  the  Treasury, 
both  for  Teachers'  Salaries  and  other  expenses,  besides  discharging 
all  of  the  old  debts  that  were  not  within  the  control  of  the  Board. 
The  entire  indebtedness  of  this  Board  now  consists  of  $1,050,  due  to 
a  local  district  fund,  known  as  the  "Postley  Fnnd,"  and  $1,055.48 
due  to  the  "Building  Fund,"  ($810  having  been  paid  this  year  re- 
duces it  to  this  sum,)  with  the  accrued  interest  for  a  few  years.  As 
both  of  these  funds  are  vested  by  law  in  this  Board,  and  are  under 
its  control,  the  whole  amount  of  indebtedness  may  soon  be  dis- 
charged, since  there  are  sufficient  assets  in  the  hands  of  the  County 
Collector  now  due  the  Board,  to  justify  it,  as  soon  as  collected,  be- 
sides leaving  a  balance  sufficient  to  sustain  the  estimated  drafts  upon 
the  Treasury  for  current  schools  purposes  for  the  ensuing  year.  In 
reporting  the  fact  that  this  Board  is  virtually  free  of  debt,  it  is  but 
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just  to  say  that  this  gratifying  state  of  things  is  due  to  the  com- 
mendable promptness  with  which  the  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners responded  to  the  demand  made  upon  them  for  a  levy  of 
$6,000  for  school  purposes  for  the  ensuing  year.
